EXECUTIVE  ORDER  D-42-85 


WHEREAS,  the  State  of  California  has  requested  a  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  concerning  the  application  of  Section  «f  l«t(h)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (26  USCA 
Section  'fl'f(h)(2))  to  retirement  contributions  for  State  employees  belonging  to  the  Public 
Employees'  Retirement  System;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  i^Mh)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  empowers  employers  to  "pick- 
up" retirement  contributions  on  behalf  of  employees.  Such  contributions  are  not  included  in 
the  employee's  gross  income  in  the  year  in  which  such  amounts  are  contributed.  Such  amounts 
are  includable  in  the  gross  income  of  the  employee  of  beneficiary  in  the  taxable  year  in  which 
such  amounts  are  distributed;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  79'f,  Statutes  of  1983,  provides  that  the  State  may  pay  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  normal  contributions  to  be  paid  by  a  State  member  of  the  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  System  and  that  such  payments  shall  be  credited  to  member  accounts;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  ruled  that,  in  light  of  Chapter  79'f,  Statutes 
of  1983,  retirement  contributions  paid  by  the  State  on  behalf  of  employees  are  covered  by  IRC 
Section  itMh)(2);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  L  ^01  incorporates  the 
provisions  of  IRC  Section  t^\l^{h)(2)•,  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  79'^,  Statutes  of  1983,  further  states  that  its  provisions  shall  be 
subject  to  applicable  collective  bargaining  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  is  the  Executive  branch  agency 
responsible  for  salary  administration  for  State  employees  exempted  by  law  from  collective 
bargaining; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKME3IAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order: 

The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  is  hereby  directed  to  implement,  effective 
with  the  February  pay  period,  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  itMh){2)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  concerning  the  tax  treatment  of  employee  retirement  contributions  paid  by  the 
State  of  California  on  behalf  of  Management,  Supervisory,  Confidential  and  Excluded 
employees.  The  Department  is  also  directed  to  meet  with  appropriate  labor  organizations  to 
discuss  implementation  of  the  provisions  for  employees  subject  to  collective  bargaining. 
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PiTSuant  to  Section  fl't(h)(2)  contributions  to  a  pension  plan,  although  designated  under 
the  plan  as  employee  contributions  when  paid  by  the  employer  in  lieu  of  contributions  by  the 
employee,  under  circumstances  in  which  the  employee  does  not  have  the  option  of  choosing  to 
receive  the  contributed  amounts  directly  instead  of  having  them  paid  by  the  employer,  may  be 
excluded  from  the  gross  income  of  the  employee  until  these  amounts  are  distributed  or  made 
available  to  the  employee.  Implementation  of  Section  'fl'f(h)(2)  is  accomplished  through  a 
reduction  in  wages  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

1.        DEFINITIONS.    Unless  the  contest  otherwise  requires,  the  definitions  in  the  Order 
govern  the  construction  of  the  Order. 

A.  "Employees".  The  term  "employees"  shall  mean  those  employees  and  officers 
of  the  State  of  California  designated  as  Management,  Supervisory,  Confiden- 
tial or  Excluded  who  made  employee  contributions  to  the  PERS  retirement 
system. 

B.  "Employee  Contributions".  The  term  "employee  contributions"  shall  mean 
those  contributions  to  the  PERS  retirement  system  which  are  deducted  from 
the  salary  of  employees  and  credited  to  individual  employee's  accounts. 

C.  "Employer".  The  term  "employer"  shall  mean  the  State  of  California. 

D.  "Gross  Income".  The  term  "gross  income"  shall  mean  the  total  compensation 
paid  to  employees  designated  as  Management,  Supervisory,  Confidential  and 
Excluded  by  the  State  of  California  as  defined  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
and  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

E.  "Retirement  System".  The  term  "retirement  system"  shall  mean  the  PERS 
retirement  system  as  made  applicable  to  the  State  of  California  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  Law  (California  Government 
Code  Section  20000,  et  seq.). 

F.  "Wages".  The  term  "wages"  shall  mean  the  compensation  paid  to  employees 
covered  by  this  Order. 

2.        PICK-UP  OF  EMPLOYEE  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

A.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  the  employer  shall  make  employee 
contributions  on  behalf  of  employees,  and  such  contributions  shall  be  treated 
as  employer  contributions  in  determining  tax  treatment  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  the  United  States,  Such  contributions  are  being  made  by 
the  employer  in  lieu  of  employee  contributions. 

B.  Employee  contributions  made  under  Paragraph  A  of  this  Order  shall  be  paid 
from  the  same  source  of  funds  as  used  in  paying  the  wages  to  affected 
employees. 

C.  Employee  contributions  made  by  the  employer  under  Paragraph  A  of  this 
Order  shall  be  treated  for  all  purposes  other  than  taxation  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  employee  contributions  made  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order. 

D.  The  employee  does  not  have  the  option  to  receive  the  employer  contributed 
amounts  paid  pursuant  to  the  agreement  directly  instead  of  having  them  paid 
to  the  retirement  system. 

3.        WAGE  ADJUSTMENT. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  existing  pay  letters,  the  wages  of  employees  shall 
be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  employee  contributions  made  by  the  employer 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof.

The  Tax  Reform  Advisory  Commission  is  established  to  study  the  State's  tax 
structure  and  to  recommend  needed  reforms  for  the  State's  revenue  apparatus. 

The 
Director  of  Finance  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  serve  as 
nonvoting  members. 

The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  the  following  nonexclusive  responsibilities: 

a.  To  determine  the  adequacy  of  California's  tax  base  in  light  of  future  needed 
services; 

b.  To  review  tax  exemptions,  deductions,  credits  and  distribution  to  determine 
any  inequities  that  may  exist; 

c.  To  review  the  impact  of  the  California  tax  structure  on  California's  economy 
and  on  the  business  climate  of  the  State  and  consider  whether  the  tax 
structure  is  appropriate  in  light  of  the  changing  economy;  and 

d  To  propose  recommendations  that  will  make  the  tax  system  more  equitable, 
reduce  abusive  tax  provisions,  equalize  the  tax  burden  among  our  citizens 
while  not  causing  an  overall  increase  in  taxes.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  D-*4-85 


WHEREAS.  Government  Code  Section  20816  permits  State  employees  (including  members 
of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  designated  as  State  employees^  and  higher  education 
employees  who  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  to  receive  an 
additional  two  (2)  years  of  service  credit  whenever  the  Governor  determines  by  executive 
order  that 

1)  because  of  an  impending  curtailment  of  or  change  in  the  manner  of  performing 
services,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  be  served  by  encouraging  the 
retirement  of  State  employees;  and 

2)  sufficient  economies  could  be  realized  to  offset  any  cost  to  State  agencies 
resulting  from  award  of  such  credit;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  impact  of  changes  in  funding  levels  and  methods  of  providing  services  to 
achieve  program  efficiencies  may  result  in  a  curtailment  of  employees  in  State  government, 
the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  therefore  be  served  by  encouraging  the 
retirement  of  State  employees  through  the  award  of  an  additional  two  years  of  service  credit; 
and 

WHEREAS,  sufficient  economies  could  be  realized  to  offset  any  cost  to  State  agencies 
resulting  from  the  award  of  such  credit; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  arid  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  be  implemented  according  to  the  following  criteria:

Retirement  Program. 

B.  State  agencies,  other  than  the  University  of  California  and  California  State 
University,  shall  submit  applications  to  participate  in  the  program  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Personnel  Administration  after  securing  approval  of  the  appropriate 
Agency  Secretary. 

C.  The  University  of  California  and  California  State  University  will  utilize  the  same 
criteria  as  applied  to  their  respective  programs,  and  if  electing  to  participate  in 
the  program,  will  submit  their  applications  directly  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
for  fiscal  review. 
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All  applications  shall  include  documentation  of  staff  reductions,  associated  costs  of 
participating  in  the  Program,  anticipated  savings  and  other  relevant  information 
supporting  the  proposal. 

The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  will  transmit  approved  State  agency 
applications  to  the  department  of  Finance  for  fiscal  review. 

Payment  of  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System  costs  will  be  made  in  a  manner  and  time  acceptable  to  participating  State 
agencies,  University  of  California,  California  State  University,  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  Boards,  and  the 
Department  of  Finance. 

For  State  agencies  electing  to  participate  in  the  program,  the  early  retirement 
period  will  terminate  60  days  from  the  effective  date  of  this  Executive  Order. 

If  the  University  of  California  and  California  State  University  elect  to  participate 
in  the  program,  the  eligibility  period  will  not  exceed  60  days  and  will  commence  on 
the  respective  dates  agreed  to  by  those  organizations  and  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

I.  State  agencies,  the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  University 
are  hereby  advised  that  this  program  is  to  be  viewed  as  a  means  to  alleviate  or 
minimize  the  stress  and  hardship  on  personnel  in  those  areas  of  government  facing 
staff  reductions. 

].  Although  the  applications  of  the  various  agencies  may  be  accepted,  employee 
participation  is  totally  voluntary.

WHEREAS,  Government  Code  Section  20816  permits  State  employees  (including  members 
of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  designated  as  State  employees)  and  higher  education 
employees  who  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  to  receive  an 
additional  two  (2)  years  of  service  credit  whenever  the  Governor  determines  by  executive 
order  that 

because  of  an  impending  curtailment  of  or  change  in  the  manner  of  performing 
services,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  be  served  by  encouraging  the 
retirement  of  State  employees;  and 

2)        sufficient   economies   could    be    realized   to   offset   any   cost   to   State   agencies 
resulting  from  award  of  such  credit;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  impact  of  changes  in  funding  levels  and  methods  of  providing  services  to 
achieve  program  efficiencies  may  result  in  a  curtailment  of  employees  in  State  government, 
the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  therefore  be  served  by  encouraging  the 
retirement  of  State  employees  through  the  award  of  an  additional  two  years  of  service  credit; 
and 

WHEREAS,  sufficient  economies  could  be  realized  to  offset  any  cost  to  State  agencies 
resulting  from  the  award  of  such  credit; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  be  implemented  according  to  the  following  criteria: 

State  agencies  facing  staff  reductions  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the  Early 
Retirement  Program. 

State  agencies,  other  than  the  University  of  California  and  California  State 
University,  shall  submit  applications  to  participate  in  the  program  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Personnel  Administration  after  securing  approval  of  the  appropriate 
Agency  Secretary. 

The  University  of  California  and  California  State  University  will  utilize  the  same 
criteria  as  applied  to  their  respective  programs,  and  if  electing  to  participate  in 
the  program,  will  submit  their  applications  directly  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
for  fiscal  review. 
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All  applications  shall  include  documentation  of  staff  reductions,  associated  costs  of 
participating  in  the  Program,  anticipated  savings  and  other  relevant  information 
supporting  the  proposal. 

The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  will  transmit  approved  State  agency 
applications  to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  fiscal  review. 

Payment  of  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System  costs  will  be  made  in  a  manner  and  time  acceptable  to  participating  State 
agencies,  University  of  California,  California  State  University,  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  Boards,  and  the 
Department  of  Finance. 

This  Amended  Executive  Order  extends  the  early  retirement  period  established  by 
Executive  Order  D-'f'f-85.  For  State  agencies  electing  to  participate,  the  Early 
Retirement  Program  will  now  terminate  on  3une  30,  1985.  This  extension  will 
provide  additional  time  for  employees  to  consider  their  retirement  options. 

If  the  University  of  California  and  California  State  University  elect  to  participate 
in  the  program,  the  eligibility  period  will  not  exceed  60  days  and  will  commence  on 
the  respective  dates  agreed  to  by  those  organizations  and  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

State  agencies,  the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  University 
are  hereby  advised  that  this  program  is  to  be  viewed  as  a  means  to  alleviate  or 
minimize  the  stress  and  hardship  on  personnel  in  those  areas  of  government  facing 
staff  reductions. 

Although  the  applications  of  the  various  agencies  may  be  accepted,  employee 
participation  is  totally  voluntary.

WHEREAS,  the  State  and  local  tax  systems  have  undergone  continuous  and  significant 
change  since  the  last  comprehensive  study  of  the  system  was  done  20  years  ago;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  concern  that  the  existing  tax  structure  does  not  reflect  changes  in 
the  economic  base  created  by  modern  electronic  technologies  and  other  new  developments  and 
may  not  be  adequate  to  fund  government  over  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  tax  system  is  replete  with  specific  tax  provisions  which  may  now 
be  irrelevant  or  obsolete; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKME3IAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately: 

1.  The  Tax  Reform  Advisory  Commission  is  established  to  study  the  State's  tax 
structure  and  to  recommend  needed  reforms  for  the  State's  revenue  apparatus. 

2.  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  a  chairman  and  six  voting  members.  The 
Director  of  Finance  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  serve  as 
nonvoting  members. 

3.  The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  the  following  nonexclusive  responsibilities: 

a.  To  determine  the  adequacy  of  California's  tax  base  in  light  of  future  needed 
services; 

b.  To  review  tax  exemptions,  deductions,  credits  and  distribution  to  determine 
any  inequities  that  may  exist; 

c.  To  review  the  impact  of  the  California  tax  structure  on  California's  economy 
and  on  the  business  climate  of  the  State  and  consider  whether  the  tax 
structure  is  appropriate  in  light  of  the  changing  economy;  and 

d.  To  propose  recommendations  that  will  make  the  tax  system  more  equitable, 
reduce  abusive  tax  provisions,  equalize  the  tax  burden  among  our  citizens 
while  not  causing  an  overall  increase  in  taxes. 

*>.  All  state  agencies,  departments,  boards  and  commissions  are  directed  to  assist  the 
Tax  Reform  Advisory  Commission  in  the  implementation  of  this  executive  order. 
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The  Tax  Reform  Advisory  Commission  shall  provide  the  Governor  a  full  report  of 
its  findings  and  recommendations  by  September  30,  1985.

(h)  "Private  Activity  Bond  Limit"  means  any  part  of  the  State  Ceiling  allocated 
or  transferred  to  a  state  agency  or  loccd  agency  pursuant  to  this  proclama- 
tion.

(i)       "State"  means  the  State  of  California. 

(j)  "State  Agency"  means  the  State  and  ail  state  entities,  including  joint  powers 
authorities  of  which  the  State  or  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  is  a 
member,  empowered  to  issue  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  interest  on  which  is 
exempt  from  income  tax  under  Section  103(a)  of  the  Code,  including  nonprofit 
corporations  described  in  Section  103(e)  of  the  Code  authorized  to  issue 
student  loan  bonds. 

(k)  "State  Bond  Limit"  means  the  50%  of  the  State  Ceiling  initially  allocated  to 
the  State  pursuant  to  Section  3(a)  of  this  proclamation,  together  with  any 
amounts  transferred  to  the  State  pursuant  to  Section  7. 

(1)  "State  Ceiling"  shall  be  the  amount  specified  by  Section  103(nX'^)  of  the  Code 
for  each  calendar  year  commencing  in  198'f. 

(m)  "State  Population  Estimate"  means,  with  respect  to  any  calendar  year,  the 
most  recent  estimate  of  population  of  California  cities  and  counties  published 
by  the  State  Department  of  Finance  before  the  beginning  of  the  calendar 
year. 

(n)  "Unused  allocation"  means,  with  respect  to  any  Local  Agency,  the  aggregate 
Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  obtained  through  Sections  3  and  7,  minus  the 
amounts  used  to  issue  bonds,  to  make  a  carryforward  election,  or  to  make  a 
transfer,  as  reported  to  the  Committee  pursuant  to  Section  8(b). 

Pursuant  to  Section  103(nK6)(B)  of  the  Code,  this  proclamation  shall  govern  the 
allocation  of  the  State  Ceiling  among  the  governmental  units  in  this  state  having 
authority  to  issue  Private  Activity  Bonds.  Any  allocation  granted  or  transferred  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  this  proclamation  shall  become  the  Private  Activity  Bond 
Limit  for  the  issuer  to  which  such  allocation  is  granted  or  transferred  for  any 
Private  Activity  Bonds  issued  by  such  issuer. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  allocated  to  the  state  agencies  in  each  Ccilendar  year  an 
amount  equal  to  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  State  Ceiling. 

(b)  There  is  hereby  allocated  to  each  city,  county,  and  city  and  county  in  each 
Ccilendar  year  an  amount  equal  to  thirty-five  percent  (35%)  of  the  State 
Ceiling  multiplied  by  the  Local  Population  Share  of  each  such  city,  county,  or 
city  and  county. 
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(c)  There  is  hereby  allocated  to  each  county  (including  any  city  and  county)  in 
each  calendar  year  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen  percent  (15%)  of  the  State 
Ceiling  multiplied  by  the  County  Population  Share  of  each  such  county. 

(d)  The  allocations  provided  for  in  subsections  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  shall  be  calculated 
by  the  Committee,  and  may  be  rounded  to  the  nearest  $1,000. 

(a)  In  order  that  none  of  the  allocation  of  local  agencies  be  unused  at  the  end  of 
the  calendar  year,  the  Committee  intends  to  reallocate  the  Unused 
Allocation.  For  the  purpose  of  reallocation,  on  October  15  of  each  calendar 
year,  any  Unused  Allocation  of  any  local  agency  shall  automatically  be 
transferred  to  the  State,  to  become  part  of  the  State  Bond  Limit,  unless  the 
local  agency  files  a  notice  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  with  the  Committee 
prior  to  October  15. 

(b)  In  order  to  retain  part  or  all  of  its  Unused  Allocation,  a  local  agency  shall  file 
with  the  Committee,  on  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Committee,  a  notice 
stating  the  local  agency's  election  not  to  allow  the  transfer  of  part  or  all  of 
its  Unused  Allocation  to  the  State  pursuant  to  subsection  (a).  Such  election 
shall  be  effective  upon  being  submitted  to  the  Committee  prior  to  October 
15.  The  making  of  this  election  is  solely  within  the  discretion  of  each  local 
agency,  and  the  local  agency  does  not  have  to  use  its  Unused  Allocation 
before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  a 
local  agency  which  has  made  the  aforementioned  election  from  transferring 
its  Unused  Allocation  after  October  15,  pursuant  to  Section  7.  Local 
agencies  which  are  required  to  retain  a  portion  of  their  Private  Activity  Bond 
Limit  for  a  project  pursuant  to  Section  631(a)(3)  of  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of 
198't  shall  preserve  such  rights  by  making  the  election  provided  in  this 
Section. 

(a)  The  Committee  is  hereby  established,  consisting  of  the  State  Treasurer,  the 
State  Controller  and  the  Governor,  or  in  the  Governor's  absence  the  Director 
of  Finance,  any  of  whom  may  act  through  a  designee.  The  State  Treasurer 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the  Office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  shall  provide  such  administrative  assistance  and  support  staff  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  Committee  to  operate.  Members  of  the  Commit- 
tee shall  serve  without  compensation.  The  Chairman  shall  keep  or  cause  to 
be  kept  minutes  and  other  records  and  documents  of  the  Committee. 

(b)  Two  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  affirmative 
vote  of  two  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  necessary  for  any  action 
taken  by  the  Committee;  provided,  however,  that  the  Committee  may  by 
unanimous  vote  delegate  to  its  Chairman  the  authority  to  carry  out  any  acts 
empowered  to  it  under  this  proclamation. 
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(c)  The  Committee  shall  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after  the  start  of  each 
calendar  year,  determine  and  announce  the  State  Ceiling  for  the  calendar 
year,  and  the  allocations  provided  in  Section  3. 

(a)  Each  state  agency  shcill  apply  to  the  Committee  prior  to  issuing  any  Private 
Activity  Bonds,  supplying  such  information  as  the  Committee  may  require. 
Such  application  may  be  for  a  specific  project,  or  it  may  be  for  a  designated 
dollar  amount,  to  be  utilized  for  projects  at  the  discretion  of  the  state 
agency.  No  Private  Activity  Bonds  issued  by  any  state  agency  shall  be 
deemed  to  receive  the  benefit  of  any  portion  of  the  State  Bond  Limit  unless 
the  Committee  has  allocated  a  portion  of  the  State  Bond  Limit  to  the  state 
agency.  Such  allocation  may  be  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Committee  may  determine. 

(b)  Any  loceil  agency  may  apply  to  the  Committee  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion 
of  the  State  Bond  Limit,  supplying  such  information  as  the  Committee  may 
require.  Applications  from  local  agencies  may  only  be  for  specific  projects 
or  programs.  The  Committee  may  transfer  to  a  local  agency  a  portion  of  the 
State  Bond  Limit  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Committee  may 
determine. 


(c)  Any  allocation  made  or  transferred  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  irrevoc- 
able upon  issuance  of  bonds  pursuant  thereto  at  least  to  the  extent  of  the 
principal  amount  of  such  bonds  so  issued  and  any  such  allocation  or  transfer 
shall  permit  the  state  agency  or  local  agency  receiving  same  and  any 
transferee  thereof  to  treat  all  or  any  portion  of  such  allocation  or  transfer  as 
a  carryforward  pursuant  to  Section  103(n)(10)  of  the  Code  unless  the  resolution 
or  other  action  making  such  allocation  or  transfer  provides  otherwise. 

(d)  No  cillocation  made  to  a  state  agency  or  transferred  to  a  local  agency 
pursuant  to  this  Section  may  be  transferred  by  the  initial  recipient  thereof  to 
any  other  state  agency  or  local  agency  without  the  consent  of  the  Commit- 
tee. 


To  further  implement  the  provisions  hereof,  any  local  agency  may,  by  resolution, 
transfer  to  any  other  local  agency  or  to  the  State  all  or  any  portion  of  such  local 
agency's  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6(c),  if 
applicable,  and  Section  9.  Any  such  transfer  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  may  be 
general  or  limited  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  set  forth  in 
said  resolution;  provided  that  any  such  transfer  shall  be  irrevocable  upon  issuance 
of  bonds  pursuant  to  such  transfer  at  least  to  the  extent  of  the  princip>al  amount  of

such  bonds  so  issued.  Each  transferee  shall  maintain  a  written  record  of  the 
transfer  in  its  records  for  at  least  the  term  of  all  Private  Activity  Bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  such  transfer.  No  transfer  may  be  made  pursuant  to  this  Section  in 
return  for  any  payment  of  cash,  property  or  other  marketable  thing  of  value, 
except  that  a  local  agency  may  charge  an  administrative  fee  not  to  exceed  $1,000 
to  recover  its  actual  costs  of  processing  a  request  for  a  transfer  of  Private 
Activity  Bond  Limit. 

(a)  Subject  to  any  limitations  on  transferred  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  as  may 
be  provided  in  Sections  6  and  7,  any  State  Agency  or  local  agency  may  utilize 
its  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  (i)  for  the  issuance  of  Private  Activity  Bonds, 
(ii)  to  make  a  carryforward  election  pursuant  to  Section  103(n)(10)  of  the 
Code,  or  (iii)  to  make  a  transfer  to  the  State  or  to  any  local  agency. 

(b)  No  issue  of  Private  Activity  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  to  have  received  the 
benefit  of  any  portion  of  an  allocation  made  or  transferred  to  the  Issuer 
pursuant  to  this  proclamation  unless  the  Issuer's  bond  resolution  or  other 
similar  action  giving  final  authority  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  specifically 
designates  a  portion  of  the  Issuer's  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  to  such  h>ond 
issue.  Any  such  designation  shall  be  irrevocable  upon  the  issuance  of  such 
bonds  to  the  extent  of  the  principal  amount  thereof. 

(c)  Each  state  agency  and  local  agency  shall  notify  the  Committee  in  writing 
within  15  days  after  (i)  the  issuance  of  any  Private  Activity  Bonds,  (ii)  any 
action  taken  pursuant  to  Section  7  to  transfer  any  portion  of  its  Private 
Activity  Bond  Limit  to  the  State  or  another  local  agency,  or  (iii)  any  election 
to  treat  all  or  any  portion  of  such  State  Agency's  or  local  agency's  Private 
Activity  Bond  Limit  as  a  carryforward  pursuant  to  Section  103(n)(10)  of  the 
Code.  The  Committee  (or  upon  its  termination,  the  State  Treasurer)  shall 
keep  such  notices  in  its  records  for  a  period  no  less  than  the  term  of  all 
Private  Activity  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such  notices. 

9.  Each  county,  and  city  and  county,  acting  through  its  board  of  supervisors, 
shall  give  priority  in  application  of  the  allocations  granted  by  Section  3(c)  to 
assist  issuance  of  Private  Activity  Bonds  by  the  county  (to  the  extent  the 
county  has  fully  utilized  its  share  of  the  allocation  granted  by  Section  3(b)), 
by  local  agencies  within  the  county,  or  by  local  agencies  whose  territory 
contains  part  or  all  of  the  territory  of  the  county.  The  county  may  transfer, 
pursuant  to  Section  7,  part  of  the  allocation  granted  by  Section  3(c)  to  the 
State  or  to  a  local  agency  whose  territory  is  entirely  outside  the  county  only 
upon  making  a  determination  that  it  does  not  reasonably  expect  to  grant 
requests  to  use  such  amount  of  its  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  for  any 
projects    or    programs    described    in    the    first    sentence    of    this    Section. 
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The  Committee  may  request  local  agencies  and  state  agencies  to  provide  the 
Committee  with  information  pertaining  to  the  amount  and  purpose  of  anticipated 
future  Private  Activity  Bond  issues,  or  any  other  information  which  may  be  held 
useful  to  the  Committee  in  performing  its  duties  and  responsibilities  hereunder.

The  Committee  or  any  local  agency  may  transfer  any  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit 
directly  to  any  joint  powers  authority  created  pursuant  to  Government  Code 
Section  6500  et.  seq.  This  Section  is  specifically  intended  to  be  an  expressed 
statement  of  an  alternative  allocation  as  provided  in  Temporary  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.103(n)-3T,  A-l^f  and  A-15. 

This  Proclamation  amends  and  supersedes  the  Proclamation  dated  July  19,  198'*. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  Proclamation  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds 
issued,  or  any  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  allocated  or  transferred,  prior  to  the 
date  hereof,  in  compliance  with  the  Proclamation  of  3uly  19,  198'*.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  D-45-85 


WHEREAS,  the  country  of  South  Africa  is  the  only  nation  in  the  world  which 
constitutionally  enshrines  a  political  system  whereby  a  small  minority  of  the  population  has 
the  power  and  authority  to  separate,  discriminate  against,  and  deny  fundamental  political, 
social,  and  economic  rights  to  the  majority  of  its  population  solely  on  the  basis  of  race;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  system  of  apartheid  is  contrary  to  the  basic  religious  and  political 
assumptions  underlying  our  nation  which  hold  that  all  jjeople  are  created  equal  with  the 
inalienable  right  to  I'fe,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  of  America  has  rejected  the  separate  and  unequal 
treatment  on  the  basis  of  race  as  ethically  immoral  and  politically  indefensible;  and 

WHEREAS,  Californians  of  all  races,  creeds  and  religions  regard  the  policies  and 
practices  of  apartheid  in  South  Africa  as  they  do  other  policies  and  practices  throughout  the 
world  intended  to  suppress  rather  than  to  protect  the  civil  rights  of  every  human  being,  as 
repugnant  to  the  principles  of  individual  liberty,  social  justice  and  political  and  economic 
enfranchisement  which  are  the  bases  of  government  policies  in  free  societies  everywhere;  and 

WHEREAS,  "good  corporate  citizenship"  and  social  and  moral  concerns  are  appropriate 
factors  to  be  considered  in  making  investment  decisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  corporations  doing  business  in  South  Africa,  through  their  employment 
policies,  can  serve  as  forces  for  social  and  political  change  within  South  Africa;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  selective  investment  of  trust  funds  within  the  control  of  state 
investment  agencies  may  encourage  corporations  to  adopt  responsible  employment  policies  in 
South  Africa,  and  thereby  hasten  the  end  of  that  nation's  policies  of  apartheid;  and 

WHEREAS,  any  policy  of  selective  investment  must  comport  with  provisions  of  Califor- 
nia law  which  require  that  in  the  investment  of  state  trust  funds,  primary  consideration  must 
be  given  to  the  safety,  rate  of  return,  and  present  and  future  opportunities  for  diversification, 
without  impairing  contractual  obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  restrictions  on  the  investment  of  California  trust  funds  in  financial  institu- 
tions and  companies  doing  business  with  the  government  of  South  Africa  can  be  achieved 
without  monetary  loss  to  state  trust  funds,  and  can  be  accomplished  in  a  reasonable  and 
prudent  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  "Sullivan  Principles"  prescribe  a  reasonable  code  of  conduct  for  corpora- 
tions doing  business  in  South  Africa,  and  provide  appropriate  guidelines  for  the  investment  of 
state  trust  funds; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately: 
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Section  1.  The  governing  boards  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System,  the 
Legislators'  Retirement  System,  the  Judicial  Retirement  System  and  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System  are  requested  to: 

a.  review  on  a  case-by-case  basis  the  quality  of  corporate 
citizenship  of  companies  included  in  the  investment  portfol- 
ios of  their  respective  retirement  systems,  and  of  banks  and 
financial  institutions  with  which  the  retirement  system 
places  its  funds,  such  review  to  occur  no  less  than  once 
annually  and  to  be  informed  by  the  services  of  knowledge- 
able third  parties  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Investor 
Responsibility  Research  Center,  the  International  Council 
for  Equal  Opportunities  Principles,  Inc.,  and  similarly  reput- 
able organizations;  and 

b.  consider  shareholder  resolutions  in  which  the  retirement 
systems  would  have  reason  to  be  interested  on  social  or 
moral  grounds,  as  such  may  be  proposed,  and  promptly 
consider  ways  of  improving  the  exercise  by  the  retirement 
system  of  its  shareholding  voting  rights  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  good  corporate  citizenship  by  companies  in  which 
the  retirement  system  is  invested;  and 

c.  with  respect  to  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa, 
regard  the  vigorous  promotion  of  racicd  equality  as  being 
required  by  the  retirement  system's  definition  of  good 
corporate  citizenship;  and  review  the  performance  of  such 
companies  on  a  case-by-case  basis  using  the  Sullivan  Princi- 
ples, or  an  equivalent  code  of  corporate  conduct  consistent 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Sullivan  Principles,  as  the  guide  to 
determining  good  corporate  citizenship,  and  regard  the 
failure  to  meet  the  test  of  good  corporate  citizenship  by 
such  companies  as  a  presumption  for  the  retirement  system 
not  to  invest  in  such  companies,  or,  if  an  interest  is  already 
held,  to  sell  the  retirement  system's  interest  in  such  compa- 
nies over  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  provided  such  action 
is  consistent  with  the  fiduciary  duties  of  the  governing 
board;  and 

d.  regard  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa  with  a 
rating  on  the  Sullivan  Principles  performance  of  Category  I 
(making  good  progress)  or  Category  II  (making  progress),  or 
a  comparable  level  of  performance  on  an  equivalent  code  of 
corporate  conduct,  as  presumptively  meeting  the  standard 
for  good  corporate  citizenship.  The  governing  board  shall 
promptly  review  all  investments  in  companies  doing  business 
in  South  Africa  which  do  not  meet  this  presumptive  standard 
and  undertake  appropriate  action  on  a  case-by-case  basis, 
consistent  with  the  policies  established  herein,  to  dispose  of 
investments  in  such  companies;  and 

e.  make  no  new  investments  in  companies  doing  business  in 
South  Africa  which  are  not  rated  in  Categories  I  or  II  as  to 
compliance  with  the  Sullivan  Principles,  or  a  comparable 
level  of  performance  on  an  equivalent  code  of  corporate 
conduct,    except    when    necessary    to    fulfill    the    system's

fiduciary  obligation  as  determined  by  the  governing  board; 
and 

f.  assist  in  the  formation  of  consortia  of  universities,  compan- 
ies and  institutional  investors  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
fostering  efforts  by  U.  S.  firms  doing  business  in  South 
Africa  to  improve  the  education,  health,  social,  and  eco- 
nomic conditions  of  non-whites  in  South  Africa  and  to 
improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  Sullivan  Principles;  and 

g.  study  the  feasibility  of  establishing  one  or  more  South 
African  Free  supplemental  retirement  funds  for  members  of 
the  retirement  system  who  wish  to  place  their  contributions 
into  such  a  fund. 

Section  2.   The  governing  board  shall  annually  submit  to  the  Governor  a  report  describing 
actions  taken  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Section  3.    As  used  in  this  order,  the  term  "Sullivan  Principles"  refers  to  the  (Sullivan) 
Statement  of  Principles  (Fourth  Amplification),  November  8,  198't.

PROCLAMATION 

OF  A 

STATE  OF  EMERGENCY 

I  GEORGE  DEUKMEaiAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  find  that  conditions  of 
extreme  peril  to  the  safety  of  persons  and  property  exist  within  the  State  of  California  as  a 
result  of  finding  the  aquatic  weed  known  as  hydrilla  near  the  Sacramento  River  in  Shasta 
County  on  September  13,  1985. 

Hydrilla  has  been  declared  a  "noxious  weed"  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  because,  among  other  things,  it  spoils  water  quality,  destroys  wildlife  habitat, 
clogs  and  damages  waterways,  and  threatens  water  supply  to  persons  and  communities  which 
draw  from  bodies  of  water  infested  by  hydrilla. 

Because  the  growth  pattern  of  this  weed  is  so  prolific,  the  eradication  measures  required 
exceed  the  capabilities  of  the  services,  personnel,  equipment,  and  facilities  of  said  County  and 
having  now  been  requested  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  County,  I  therefore  proclaim 
the  existence  of  a  state  of  emergency  in  the  County  of  Shasta  and  direct  the  State 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  to  expeditiously  take  the  appropriate  steps  to  eradicate 
this  hydrilla  problem. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be  filed  in  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publicity  and  notice  be  given  to  this 
{proclamation.

1.  An  Interagency  Task  Force  on  Biotechnology  is  hereby  created,  composed  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Departments  of  Commerce,  Food  and  Agriculture,  Health  Ser- 
vices, Fish  and  Game,  or  their  designated  representatives,  and  representatives  of 
the  Environmental  Affairs  Agency,  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations,  and  the  Water  Resources  Control  Board. 

2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  or  the  Director's  designated 
rejjresentative,  shall  direct  the  activities  of  the  task  force. 

3.  The  task  force  shall  serve  as  a  resource  and  repository  for  expertise  and 
information  on  biotechnology  that  could  be  utilized  by  appropriate  state  agencies 
and,  in  addition,  shall  be  charged  with  the  following  nonexclusive  responsibilities: 

a.  To  evaluate  and  determine  the  adequacy  of  federal  and  state  regulations 
affecting  the  biotechnology  industry. 

b.  To  coordinate  and  assist  in  the  formulation  of  state  policies  affecting  the 
biotechnology  industry. 

c.  To  serve  as  the  principal  liaison  between  the  State  of  California  and  federal 
agencies,  including  the  President's  Cabinet  Counsel  on  Biotechnology,  on 
matters  affecting  the  biotechnology  industry. 


To  develop  educational  programs  on  biotechnology  for  the  benefit  of  the 
general  public,  to  the  extent  that  the  task  force  determines  such  programs 
are  necessary. 

To  provide  information  to  new  California  biotechnology  firms  on  compliance 
with  California  statutory  and  regulatory  requirements.

1^.        methods    to    resolve    existing   legal    limitations,   including   the   lack   of    available 
liability  insurance  protection,  both  of  which  imjsede  the  cleanup  of  existing  sites. 

Long-Term 

The  Task  Force  shall  consider  comprehensive  stategies  and  methods  to: 

1.  minimize  land  disposal  of  hazardous  waste; 

2.  maximize  source  reduction,  including  recycling  and  resource  recovery; 

3.  maximize  on-site  detoxification  of  hazardous  wastes;  and 

k.        eliminate    legal    barriers   and   land    use   controversies    regarding   the   disposal   of 
hazardous  waste. 

IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  Task  Force  shall  submit  to  me  not  later  than  May  I, 
1986  a  final  report  detailing  recommendations  to  achieve  the  short-  and  long-term  objectives 
listed  above. 

IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  a  Technical  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  formed  to 
assist  the  Task  Force  in  developing  said  comprehensive  strategies.  The  Task  Force  shall  have 
the  discretion  to  designate  individuals,  from  throughout  California  and  the  United  States,  to 
said  Technical  Advisory  Committee,  who  exhibit  the  highest  degree  of  skills  in  the  areas  of, 
but  not  limited  to,  science,  medicine,  engineering,  environment,  and  law.

WHEREAS,  this  observance  allows  all  Californians  the  opportunity  to  rededicate 
themselves  to  the  cherished  American  principles  of  equal  justice  for  all  people;

WHEREAS,  the  economic  strength  and  vitality  of  California's  economy  are  being 
undermined  by  the  expansion  of  an  "underground  economy,"  in  which  the  payment  of  payroll 
and  sales  taxes,  the  withholding  of  income  taxes,  and  the  filing  of  legally  required  reports  with 
state  and  federal  taxing  agencies  are  avoided  through  the  use  of  cash  payments  for  goods  and 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  underground  economic  activity  currently  amounts  to  an  estimated  $^^0  billion 
in  otherwise  legal  business  transactions  in  California  without  the  payment  of  any  taxes  to 
state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  estimated  that  California  loses  more  than  $2  billion  each  year  in  income 
taxes  alone  because  of  the  underground  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  all  law-abiding  taxpayers,  employers  and  employees  in  California  are  harmed 
by  these  illegal  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  on  California  State  Government  Organization  and  Economy, 
known  as  The  Little  Hoover  Commission,  undertook  a  major  study  of  California's  underground 
economy  to  identify  ways  in  which  the  state  can  more  effectively  deter  these  activities 
through  detection  and  enforcement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Little  Hoover  Commission  recommends  the  establishment  of  a  multi- 
agency  task  force  to  develop  steps  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  state  government  in 
eliminating  underground  economic  activities; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately: 

1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  multi-agency  task  force,  composed  of  representatives  of 
the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations,  the  Employment  Development  Department,  and 
the  Contractors  State  License  Board. 

The  Franchise  Tax  Board  and  the  Board  of  Equalization  are  invited  and  encouraged 
to  join  in  the  work  of  the  multi-agency  task  force  and  to  become  signatories  to 
interagency  agreements  among  members  of  the  task  force. 

2.  The  task  force  shall  be  charged  with  the  following  nonexclusive  responsibilities: 

a.       to  enhance  the  development  and  sharing  of  information  necessary  to  combat 
the  underground  economy; 
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to  improve  the  coordination  of  enforcement  activities;  and 

c.  to  develop  methods  to  pool  and  focus  the  enforcement  resources  of  all 
members  of  the  task  force  in  support  of  the  enforcement  activities  of  individual 
agencies. 

3.       The  task  force  is  authorized  and  empowered: 

a.  to  form  multi-agency  teams  when  appropriate  to  utilize  the  collective 
investigative  and  enforcement  capabilities  of  the  task  force  members;  and 

b.  to  establish  committees  and  promulgate  rules  of  procedure  as  required  or 
convenient  in  carrying  out  activities  of  the  task  force;  and 

c.  to  solicit  the  cooperation  and  participation  of  district  attorneys  and  the 
Attorney  General  in  the  work  of  the  task  force. 

I*.  All  state  agencies  reporting  to  the  Governor  are  directed,  and  all  other  public 
entities  are  requested,  to  assist  the  task  force  and  its  subordinate  bodies  in  the 
implementation  of  this  executive  order. 

5.  The  task  force  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Governor  on  its  work  and  accomplish- 
ments on  or  before  March  1  of  each  year. 

6.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations  shall  serve  as  chairperson 
of  the  Task  Force.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  D-52-86 


WHEREAS,  vehicle  theft  constitutes  a  major  financial  burden  to  the  residents  of 
California,  with  over  150,000  vehicles  stolen  each  year  at  a  value  in  excess  of  $580  million; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  vehicle  theft  is  complicated  by  the 
emergence  of  professional  theft  rings  and  the  rapid  movement  of  stolen  vehicles  across 
county,  state  and  international  borders;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  Executive  Order  D-31-8f,  I  created  a  Vehicle  Theft  Task  Force  to  identify 
steps  which  can  be  taken  to  decrease  the  incidence  of  vehicle  theft,  increase  the  recovery  of 
stolen  vehicles,  enhance  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  professional  vehicle  thieves,  and 
secure  support  from  private  industry  for  anti-theft  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Vehicle  Theft  Task  Force  has  recommended  that  the  California  Highway 
Patrol  be  assigned  the  responsibility  to  coordinate  multi-jurisdictional  investigations  and 
prosecutions  and  establish  programs  to  eliminate  duplication  of  efforts  and  improve  law 
enforcement's  ability  to  combat  vehicle  theft; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately: 

1.  The  Commissioner  of  the  California  Highway  Patrol  is  designated  as  the  Statewide 
Vehicle  Theft  Coordinator.  All  State  agencies  are  directed,  and  all  other  public  entities 
are  requested,  to  assist  the  California  Highway  Patrol  in  discharging  this  responsibility. 

2.  The  Commissioner,  acting  in  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Business,  Transporta- 
tion and  Housing  Agency,  shall  utilize  the  Highway  Patrol's  resources  to  accomplish  the 
following: 

a.  Assist  local,  state  and  federal  law  enforcement  agencies  by  coordinating  multi- 
jurisdictional  vehicle  theft  investigations  and  prosecutions; 

b.  Establish  a  Vehicle  Theft  Committee  of  federal,  state  and  local  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  industry  and  trade  associations  affected  by  vehicle  theft  to  exchange 
ideas  to  improve  prevention  and  enforcement  and  to  increase  public  awareness  of 
the  problem; 


c.        Establish  a  Commercial  and  Specialized  Vehicle  Theft  Program  focusing  on  these 
types  of  vehicles; 
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Establish  a  Vehicle  Theft  Data  System  to  ensure  accurate  and  comprehensive  data 
collection  needed  to  assist  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  vehicle  thieves; 

Develop  a  Vehicle  Theft  Recognition  and  Awards  Program  to  recognize  the  special 
achievements  of  law  enforcement  officers  in  reducing  vehicle  theft; 

g.       Coordinate  administrative  and  legislative  proposals  dealing  with  vehicle  theft. 

The  Commissioner  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor's  Office  on  or  before 
December  31  setting  forth  the  activities  and  accomplishments  of  the  California  Highway 
Patrol  in  its  role  as  Statewide  Vehicle  Theft  Coordinator.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  D-53-86 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  California  has  the  authority  to  implement  the  provisions  of 
Section  t^\i^{h){2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (IRC);  and 

WHEREAS  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Board  of  the  California  State  Teachers'  Retire- 
ment System  adopted  its  resolution  re  Section  i^lk{h)(2)  IRC  on  October  18,  1985;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  stated  on  December  26,  1985  that  the 
Implementation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  M^(h)(2)  IRC  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Teachers'  Retirement  Board  would  satisfy  the  legal  requirements  of  Section  if  U(h)(2)  IRC;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  17501  incorporates  the  provisions  of 
IRC  Section  'fl'f (h)(2);  and 

WHEREAS  the  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  is  the  executive  branch  agency 
responsible  for  salary  administration  for  State  employees  exempted  by  law  from  collective 
bargaining; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKME3IAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order: 

The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  is  hereby  directed  to  implement,  effective 
with  the  AuguVt  pay  period,  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  'H't(h)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  concerning  the  tax  treatment  of  employee  retirement  contributions  paid  by  the  State  of 
California  on  behalf  of  Management,  Supervisory,  Confidential  and  Excluded  employees  who 
are  members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System.  Implementation  of  these  provisions 
for  employees  subject  to  collective  bargaining  shall  not  become  effective  unless  and  until  it  is 
agreed  to  in  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  with  the  employees'  exclusive  representative. 

Pursuant  to  Section  *I't(h)(2),  contributions  to  a  pension  plan,  although  designated  under 
the  plan  as  employee  contributions  when  paid  by  the  employer  in  lieu  of  contributions  by  the 
employee,  under  circumstances  in  which  the  employee  does  not  have  the  option  of  choosing  to 
receive  the  contributed  amounts  directly  instead  of  having  them  paid  by  the  employer,  may  be 
excluded  from  the  gross  income  of  the  employee  until  these  amounts  are  distributed  or  made 
available  to  the  employee.  Implementation  of  Section  M^(h)(2)  is  accomplished  through  a 
reduction  in  wages  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

1.       DEFINITIONS.      Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  definitions  in  the  Order 
govern  the  construction  of  the  Order. 

A  "Employees".  The  term  "employees"  shall  mean  those  employees  and  officers  of 
the  State  of  California  designated  as  Management,  Supervisory,  Confidential  or 
Excluded  who  made  employee  contributions  to  the  STRS. 
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B.  "Employee  Contributions".  The  term  "employee  contributions"  shall  mean  those 
contributions  to  the  STRS  which  are  deducted  from  the  salary  of  employees  and 
credited  to  individual  employee  accounts. 

C.  "Employer".  The  term  "employer"  shall  mean  the  State  of  California. 

D.  "Gross  Income".  The  term  "gross  income"  shall  mean  the  total  comijensation  paid 
to  employees  designated  as  Management,  Supervisory,  Confidential  and  Excluded 
by  the  State  of  California  as  defined  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  rules  and 
regulations  established  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

E.  "Retirement  System".  The  term  "retirement  system"  shall  mean  the  STRS  as  made 
applicable  to  the  State  of  California  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  Law  (California  Education  Code  Section  22000,  et  seq.). 

F.  "Wages".  The  term  "wages"  shall  mean  the  compensation  paid  to  employees 
covered  by  this  Order. 

PICK-UP  OF  EMPLOYEE  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

A.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  the  employer  shall  make  employee 
contributions  on  behalf  of  employees,  and  such  contributions  shall  be  treated  as 
employer  contributions  in  determining  tax  treatment  under  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  the  United  States.  Such  contributions  are  being  made  by  the  employer  in 
lieu  of  employee  contributions. 

B.  Employee  contributions  made  under  Paragraph  A  of  this  Section  shall  be  paid  from 
the  same  source  of  funds  as  used  in  paying  the  wages  to  affected  employees. 

C.  Employee  contributions  made  by  the  employer  under  Paragraph  A  of  this  Section 
shall  be  treated  for  all  purposes  other  than  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  employee  contributions  made  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
Order. 

D.  The  employee  does  not  have  the  option  to  receive  the  employer  contributed 
amounts  paid  pursuant  to  the  agreement  directly  instead  of  having  them  paid  to  the 
retirement  system. 

WAGE  ADJUSTMENT 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  existing  pay  letters,  the  wages  of  employees  shall  be 
reduced  by  the  amount  of  employee  contributions  made  by  the  employer  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  thereof. 

LIMITATION  TO  OPERABILITY 

This  Order  shall  be  operative  only  as  long  as  the  State  of  California  pick-up  of  employee 
retirement  contributions  continues  to  be  excludable  from  gross  income  of  the  employee 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.

WHEREAS,  the  impact  of  changes  in  funding  levels  and  methods  of  providing  services  to 
achieve  program  efficiencies  may  result  in  a  curtailment  of  employees  in  State  government, 
the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  therefore  be  served  by  encouraging  the 
retirement  of  State  employees  through  the  award  of  an  additional  two  years  of  service  credit;

C.  The  University  of  California  and  California  State  University  will  utilize  the  same 
criteria  as  applied  to  their  respective  programs,  and  if  electing  to  participate  in 
the  program,  will  submit  their  applications  directly  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
for  fiscal  review.

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All  applications  shall  include  documentation  of  staff  reductions,  associated  costs  of 
participating  in  the  Program,  anticipated  savings  and  other  relevant  information 
supporting  the  proposal. 

The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  will  transmit  approved  State  agency 
applications  to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  fiscal  review. 

Payment  of  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System  costs  will  be  made  in  a  manner  and  time  acceptable  to  participating  State 
agencies.  University  of  California,  California  State  University,  Public  Employees' 
Retirement  System  and  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  Boards,  and  the 
Department  of  Finance. 

The  Program  will  be  effective  March  1, 1986and  will  terminate  3une  28, 1986(  120days). 

If  the  University  of  California  and  Ccilifornia  State  University  elect  to  participate 
in  the  program,  the  eligibility  period  will  not  exceed  120  days  and  will  commence  on 
the  respective  dates  agreed  to  by  those  organizations  and  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

State  agencies,  the  University  of  California,  and  the  Ccilifornia  State  University 
are  hereby  advised  that  this  program  is  to  be  viewed  as  a  means  to  alleviate  or 
minimize  the  stress  and  hardship  on  personnel  in  those  areas  of  government  facing 
staff  reductions. 

Although  the  applications  of  the  various  agencies  may  be  accepted,  employee 
participation  is  totally  voluntary.

1979/80; 

(b)  Increase  the  efficiency  and  use  of  available  energy  resources  at  State 
facilities  without  endangering  public  health  and  safety; 

(c)  Provide  adequate  and  reliable  energy  infrastructure  at  all  major  State 
institutions  by  FY  1992/93; 

(d)  Increase  the  use  of  public/private  arrangements  for  providing  the  necessary 
infrastructure  improvements. 

2.  All  State  agencies  responsible  for  State  facilities  shall: 

(a)  Monitor  monthly  facility  energy  use  and  report  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  the 
Department  of  General  Services'  Office  of  Energy  Assessments; 

(b)  Develop,  implement,  and  update  annually  an  agency-wide  five-year  Energy 
Management  Plan  including  a  standardized  facility  auditing  program; 

(c)  Designate  energy  managers  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  Energy  Manage- 
ment Plan  at  all  State  facilities. 
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The  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Department  of  General  Services,  in 
cooperation  with  the  California  Energy  Commission,  shall  develop  the  procedures 
and  standard  practices  necessary  to  carry  out  these  goals  and  actions. 

The  following  agencies  are  encouraged  to  comply  with  this  Order  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible: 

Board  of  Governor's,  Community  Colleges 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California 
Trustees  of  the  California  State  University 

State-leased  facilities  are  to  comply  with  this  Order  to  the  greatest  extent 
possible,  subject  to  the  individual  terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease. 

The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  California  Energy  Commission 
are  requested  to  support  this  Order  where  possible.

WHEREAS,  The  Governor's  Task  Force  on  Toxics,  Waste  and  Technology  has  rendered  its 
report  and  has  recommended  advances  and  improvements  in  the  areas  of  research,  develop- 
ment, and  training  involving  personnel  in  the  academic,  industrial  and  public  sectors  to  ensure 
the  safe  handling  and  disposition  of  hazardous  materials;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  essential  that  a  comprehensive  and  coordinated  training  program  be 
fostered  to  ensure  the  highest  quality  of  skill  and  expertise  on  the  part  of  those  involved  in 
hazardous  waste  management,  including  those  employed  in  private  industry  as  well  as  those 
seeking  to  regulate  hazardous  waste  activities  on  behalf  of  local  and  state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  substantial  progress  in  the  development  of  new  technologies  for  the  manage- 
ment of  hazardous  waste  would  be  enhanced  by  the  fostering  of  demonstration  programs  and 
projects  for  the  testing  of  these  emerging  technologies; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  order  as  follows: 

1.  The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  undertake  a  program  to  foster  an 
expanded  and  more  formal  relationship  between  all  state,  local  and  federal 
agencies,  as  well  as  between  private  and  public  universities,  professional  associa- 
tions and  societies,  and  private  industry  with  the  chief  goal  and  objective  to 
improve  coordination  of  hazardous  waste  research  efforts. 

2.  The  coordinated  research  fostered  by  the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall 
focus  upon,  and  encourage  the  continued  examination  of  the  effects  which  complex 
mixtures  of  chemicals  have  on  the  public  health,  the  effects  of  the  transport  of 
toxic  materials  as  they  move  through  the  environment,  and  the  most  effective 
application  of  technologies  to  minimize  adverse  health  and  environmental  efforts 
in  these  areas. 

3.  The  Department  of  Finance  in  coordination  with  the  University  of  California  and 
the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  evaluate  the  costs  and  benefits  of  the 
University  of  California's  Toxics  Research  and  Teaching  Program  to  determine 
their  needs  to  ensure  vital  research  in  this  field. 

'f.  The  Department  of  Finance  in  coordination  with  the  Department  of  Health 
Services  shall  assess  the  costs,  benefits  and  implementation  of  a  comprehensive 
competitive  research  grants  program  in  the  field  of  hazardous  waste  management, 
with  an  appropriate  combination  of  "directed"  and  "investigator-initiated"  qualified 
private  and  public  research  entities  in  California. 
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The  Department  of  Finance,  in  coordination  with  the  Department  of  Health 
Services,  shall  assess  the  costs,  benefits  and  implementation  of  a  competitive 
program  for  the  award  of  special  fellowships  to  pre-and  postdoctoral  students  of 
proven  ability  who  are  committed  to  research  topics  relevant  to  the  management 
of  hazardous  waste. 


The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  immediately  develop  and  adopt  regula- 
tions for  the  implementation  of  a  uniform  system  for  the  issuance  of 
"demonstration  permits"  for  hazardous  waste  management  facilities  with  the 
objective  to  encourage,  evaluate  and  introduce  new  technologies  in  this  field. 

The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  provide  reasonable  assistance  and  advice 
to  institutions  of  higher  learning  which  seek  to  establish  new  academic  programs  to 
train  scientists  and  other  professionals  in  the  hazardous  waste  management  field. 

The  Department  of  Finance  shall  initiate  discussions,  examine  alternatives,  and 
determine  means  for  the  following: 


(a) 


The  Office  of  Emergency  Services  to  immediately  undertake  action  to 
improve  existing  "first-responder"  training  programs  to  ensure  standardiza- 
tion of  curriculum  and  response  procedures; 


(b)  The  Peace  Officer's  Standards  and  Training  program  to  develop  a  curriculum 
for  the  training  of  sworn  peace  officers,  local  environmental  health  officers, 
and  local  and  state  prosecutors  with  the  objective  to  promote  detection  of 
hazardous  waste  law  violations  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  violators;  and 

(c)  The  Department  of  Health  Services  to  establish  a  one-year  program  of  state 
grants  to  local  district  and  city  attorneys  and  environmental  health  officers 
for  the  enhancement  of  local  law  enforcement  programs  in  the  field  of 
hazardous  waste  management.

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  order  the  following: 

1.  The  Department  of  Health  Services,  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  the  Water 
Resources  Control  Board  and  California's  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Boards 
shall  publicize  the  Hazardous  Substance  Cleanup  Arbitration  Panel  and  promote  its 
use. 

2.  The  Department  of  Insurance  shall  conduct  hearings  to  assess  alternatives  to 
private  insurers  offering  Environmental  Impairment  Liability  insurance.

The  Department  of  Health  Services  and  other  involved  state  agencies  shall  enter 
into  a  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Federal  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  to  determine  the  lead  agency  for  given  conditions  and  to  follow  established 
protocol  in  resolving  conflicts. 

The  Department  of  Health  Services,  the  Air  Resources  Board  and  Regional  Air 
Quality  Management  Districts,  the  Water  Resources  Control  Board  and  Regional 
Water  Quality  Control  Boards  and  the  California  Waste  Management  Board  shall 
enter  into  a  memorandum  of  understanding  that  specifies  each  agency's  responsibil- 
ities in  site  cleanup,  defines  standards  and  criteria  for  use  in  remedial  action  plan 
development,  and  identifies  a  conflict  resolution  process  to  resolve  interagency 
disputes. 

The  Department  of  Health  Services  and  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Boards 
shall  review  their  current  processes  to  determine  the  procedures  necessary  to 
provide  better  compliance  with  CEQA  as  a  functionally  equivalent  program  and 
shall   then   adopt    the   necessary    regulations    and    procedures    to    provide    better 
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environmental  protection  and  public  involvement  consistent  with  CEQA  require- 
ments. These  regulations  shall  be  expeditiously  reviewed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Agency  and  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  who  shall 
assist  the  Department  and  the  Boards  in  attaining  functional  equivalency. 

6.  Effective  immediately,  the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  take  further  steps 
to  ensure  that  their  emergency  response  authority  is  most  effectively  used  to 
expedite  and  implement  interim  cleanup  measures. 

7.  The  Department  of  Finance,  the  Board  of  Equalization  and  the  Department  of 
Health  Services  shall  study  alternative  ways  to  augment  the  present  fee  structure  for 
the  Hazardous  Substance  Account. 

8.  The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  further  streamline  the  site  cleanup 
contracting  process  to  ensure  timely  administrative  handling  and  improve  contract 
quality.  In  addition,  the  Department  of  Health  Services  should  take  appropriate 
action  to  develop  systems  to  streamline  permitting  for  site  cleanup  technologies 
for  which  significant  operating  and  technical  performance  data  are  known. 

9.  Effective  immediately,  the  implementing  agencies  should  ensure  that  remediation 
plans  to  clean  up  hazardous  waste  sites  use  the  best  feasible  treatment  technology 
to  control  pollution  and  protect  public  health  and  the  environment.

WHEREAS,  the  Task  Force  on  Toxics,  Waste  and  Technology  strongly  recommends  the 
elimination  of  land  disposal  of  untreated  wastes; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  direct  the  Department  of  Health  Services,  and  other  appropriate  and 
involved  state  agencies  to  implement  the  comprehensive  and  phased  program,  as  outlined  in 
the  Task  Force  final  report,  to  eliminate  land  disposal  of  untreated  waste  in  California;  and 
hereby  order  the  following: 

1.  In  implementing  a  phased  program,  the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall 
establish  an  Information  and  Technology  Clearinghouse  to  ensure  that  industry  and 
the  public  are  fully  apprised  of  all  significant  information  on  available  waste 
reduction,  treatment,  and  recycling  technologies  and  working  with  the  Department 
of  Finance,  pursue  appropriate  means  to  provide  fiscal  incentives  for  the  use  of 
alternative  technologies  for  waste  reduction,  treatment  and  site  cleanup.  Special 
emphasis  should  be  directed  toward  small  businesses  and  small  waste  generators. 

2.  The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  establish  reduction  of  the  volume  of 
hazardous  waste  as  a  principal  goal.  In  this  regard,  waste  reduction  shall  include 
both  source  reduction  (producing  less  waste),  as  well  as  recycling  or  reuse  (e.g., 
utilizing  the  hazardous  waste  produced  from  industrial  and  commercial  activities 
as  a  byproduct  for  acceptable  purposes). 

3.  Since  proven  technologies  exist  to  treat  over  80%  of  the  hazardous  waste 
previously  sent  to  land  disposal,  the  phased  program  should  emphasize,  whenever 
possible,  that  hazardous  wastes  shall  be  subject  to  methods  of  detoxification  and 
decomposition  that  render  them  nonhazardous  to  environment  and  to  the  people  of 
California. 

fi.  The  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  establish  a  preference  for  onsite 
treatment  of  hazardous  waste  rather  than  offsite  treatment  when  onsite  treatment 
is  technically  and  economically  sound.  However,  since  not  all  wastes  can  be 
economically  managed  onsite,  a  number  of  commercially  available  offsite  treat- 


"  ! 


ment  facilities  will  be  required  throughout  the  state.  The  development  of 
definitive  county  or  regional  hazardous  waste  management  plans  and  an  overall 
statewide  plan  are  necessary  elements  of  an  effective  program  to  ensure  that 
adequate  treatment  and  disposal  capacity  is  developed  for  the  businesses  and 
industries  in  California. 

5.  State  agencies  involved  in  the  planning,  siting,  and  permitting  of  treatment 
facilities  shall  enter  into  a  memorandum  of  understanding  that  specifies  each 
agency's  responsibilities,  and  defines  a  mechanism  to  quickly  resolve  differences 
that  impede  issuance  of  necessary  permits.  These  agencies  should  undertake  an 
analysis  of  the  siting  and  permitting  of  onside  efforts  to  determine  whether  there 
is  a  need  for  future  coordination  of  the  associated  permitting  process. 

6.  In  view  of  concerns  regarding  toxic  substances  (including  pesticides)  in  agricultural 
drainwater,  appropriate  state  agencies  should  continue  to  review,  address,  develop, 
and  implement  comprehensive  programs  for  the  establishment  of  water  quality 
objectives  and  regulation  of  agricultural  drainwater  which  is  hazardous  in  order  to 
protect  the  public  health  and  the  environment  in  a  manner  which  provides 
protection  equivalent  to  the  regulation  of  other  hazardous  wastes. 

7.  Technologically  sound  and  environmentally  safe  residual  management  facilities, 
both  interim  and  permanent,  shall  be  established  for  the  storage  of  the  irreducible 
residues  of  waste  treatment.  In  carrying  out  the  charge,  the  Department  of  Health 
Services  should  provide  assistance  to  local  governments  and  private  industry 
already  involved  in  establishing  residuals  management  facilities  and  work  with 
them  to  expedite  the  siting  and  p>ermitting  process. 

NOTE:  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  by  December  31,  1986,  and  every  six  (6)  months 
thereafter  until  completed,  the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  submit  to  me  a 
report  of  the  progress  made  in  eliminating  land  disp>osal  of  untreated  wastes  in 
California.

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  effectively  address  the  health  problems  posed  by  these  cancer- 
causing  substances,  it  is  imperative  that  all  involved  agencies  coordinate  their  activities  and 
work  together  for  the  common  good;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor's  Task  Force  on  Toxics,  Waste  and  Technology  has  recom- 
mended the  development  of  a  thorough  monitoring  and  review  system  to  better  protect  the 
public  from  the  dangers  of  hazardous  waste; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby  order  the  Department  of  Health  Services  and  other  involved  state 
agenices  to: 

1.  Develop  an  effective  and  comprehensive  system  of  environmental  monitoring  and 
evaluation  that  can  be  maintained  at  all  residuals  management  facilities,  multi- 
user hazardous  waste  treatment  sites,  and  at  large  onsite  treatment  facilities. 

2.  Take  appropriate  action  to  ensure  that,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  hazardous 
wastes  are  not  commingled  before  offsite  treatment  unless  the  commingling 
enhances  treatment. 

3.  Ensure  that  the  best  technology  necessary  to  protect  public  health  and  the 
environment  is  used  in  treatment,  and  the  most  effective  technology  necessary  to 
control  pollution  which  threatens  public  health  and  the  environment,  is  utilized. 
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i^.  Direct  the  State  Water  Board  and  Department  of  Health  Services  to  continue  their 
review  of  existing  laws  and  programs  intended  to  prevent  wastes,  or  other 
substances  that  cause  cancer  or  pose  other  serious  hazards  to  public  health  or 
reproductive  processes  from  entering  air  and  water  supplies;  such  agencies  shall 
develop  proposals  to  strengthen  existing  programs  and  laws  as  determined  to  be 
necessary  by  these  continuing  reviews. 

IT  IS  ORDERED  that  by  December  31,  1986,  and  every  six  (6)  months  thereafter  until 
completed,  the  Department  of  Health  Services  shall  submit  to  me  a  report  of  the 
progress  made  in  reducing  the  public  health  risks  caused  by  hazardous  waste.

a.  Provision  for  identifying  illegal  drug  users,  including  a  program  to 
test  for  the  use  of  illegal  drugs  by  employees  in  "sensitive"  posi- 
tions. The  positions  included  in  the  drug  testing  program  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Department  based  on  the  degree  of  risk  created  by 
the  unauthorized  use  of  drugs,  with  due  consideration  to  the  nature 
of  the  agency's  mission,  the  employee's  duties,  and  the  danger  to 
the  public  health  and  safety  that  could  result  from  the  drug  related 
impairment  of  the  employee.

"Local  Agency"  means  any  political  subdivision  of  the  State  with- 
in the  meaning  of  Section  103  of  the  Code,  or  any  entity  that  has 
the  power  to  issue  Private  Activity  Bonds  "on  behalf  of"  any  such 
political  subdivision.

"Private  Activity  Bond"  means  a  part  or  all  of  any  bond  (or  other 
instrument)  required  to  obtain  a  portion  of  the  State's  voltime 
cap  pursuant  to  Section  1A6  of  the  Code  in  order  to  be  tax- 
exempt,  including  generally  the  following  (as  such  bonds  are 
defined  in  the  Code) : 

(i)   exempt  facility  bonds  (except  bonds  for  airports,  docks  and

(ii)   qualified  mortgage  bonds, 

(iii)  qualified  small  issue  bonds,

(v)    qualified  redevelopment  bonds,  and 

(vi)  the  nonqualified  amount  of  an  issue  of  governmental  bonds 
(including  advance  refundings)  exceeding  $15,000,000,  as 
provided  in  Section  141(b)(5)  of  the  Code.

(b)  Prior  to  issuing  any  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  Issuer  shall,  in 
the  bond  resolution  or  other  similar  action  giving  approval  for 
the  issuance  of  bonds,  specifically  designate  to  such  bond  issue 
a  portion  of  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  available  or  ex- 
pected to  be  available  to  such  Issuer.  Any  such  designation 
shall  be  irrevocable  upon  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  amount  thereof. 

(c)  Each  State  Agency  and  Local  Agency  shall  notify  the  Committee  in 
writing  within  15  days  after  (i)  the  issuance  of  any  Private 
Activity  Bonds,  (ii)  any  action  taken  pursuant  to  Section  5(d)  to 
transfer  any  portion  of  its  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit,  or  (iii) 
any  election  to  treat  all  or  any  portion  of  such  State  or  Local 
Agency's  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  as  a  carryforward  pursuant 
to  Section  lA6(f)  of  the  Code.   The  Committee  (or  upon  its  termi- 
nation, the  State  Treasurer)  shall  keep  such  notices  in  its 
records  for  a  period  no  less  than  the  term  of  all  Private  Activ- 
ity Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such  notices. 

(d)  Any  State  Agency  or  Local  Agency  which  has  issued  any  Private 
Activity  Bonds  between  August  15,  1986  and  the  date  hereof  shall 
notify  the  Committee  of  such  issuance  within  fifteen  (15)  days  of 
the  date  of  this  proclamation. 

The  Committee  may  request  Local  Agencies  and  State  Agencies  to  provide 
the  Committee  with  information  pertaining  to  the  amount  and  purpose  of 
anticipated  future  Private  Activity  Bond  issues,  or  any  other  information 
which  may  be  held  useful  to  the  Committee  in  performing  its  duties  and 
responsibilities  hereunder. 

The  Committee  may  transfer  any  Private  Activity  Bond  Limit  directly  to 
any  joint  powers  authority  created  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section 
6500  et  seq.  This  section  is  specifically  intended  to  be  an  expressed 
statement  of  an  alternative  allocation  as  provided  in  Temporary  Treasury 
Relations  Section  1.103(n)-3T,  A-14  and  A-15,  to  the  extent  such  Regula- 
tions, or  any  successor  thereto  or  similar  regulations,  shall  be  appli- 
cable to  Private  Activity  Bonds. 
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Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  proclamation,  the  Committee 
may,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  shall  determine,  authorize  the 
use  of  a  portion  of  the  State  Ceiling,  as  contemplated  by  Section  146  (n) 
of  the  Code,  in  connection  with  the  issuance  by  any  State  or  Local  Agency 
of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  under  a  Qualified  Mortgage  Credit  Certif- 
icate Program,  as  those  terms  are  defined  in  Section  25(c)  of  the  Code. 

This  proclamation  is  intended  to  provide  a  full,  fair,  flexible  and  work- 
able means  of  utilizing  the  State  Ceiling  available  under  the  Code,  and 
it  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  implemented  to  achieve  such  purposes. 

This  proclamation  shall  terminate  on  the  earliest  of  the  following  dates:

-  sacn  Cerritos,  County  of  Los  Angeles  and  implement  the  California  Peacetime  Emergency 
Plan  in  order  to  secure  property  tax  relief  as  described  in  Section  2(a)  and  (b)  of 
Article  XIIIA  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  other  assistance 
which  may  be  deemed  appropriate  for  the  residents  of  the  affected  area  within  the 
City  of  Cerritos. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publ  ity  and 
notice  be  given  to  this  proclamation.

WHEREAS,  the  personnel  demands  of  World  War  11  and  the  1966  discovery  of  ar- 
senic in  the  drinking  water  further  damaged  the  hopes  of  the  township;  and 

WHEREAS,   in  1976,  Allensworth  was  officially  approved  as  Colonel  Allensworth 
State  Historical  Park  and  will  long  remain  a  special  memorial  of  California's  Black 
heritage;

A  PROCLAMATION

demonstrates   and  symbolizes  an  ability  to  achieve  a  full  and  independent  life,  as 
well  as  the  capacity  to  work  productively  in  competitive  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  white  cane,  by  allowing  every  blind  person  to  move   freely  and 
safely   from  place  to  place,  makes  it  possible  for  our  sightless  citizens  to  fully 
participate  in  and  contribute  to  our  society;  and 

WHEREAS,  every  citizen  should  be  aware  that  the  law  requires  that  motorists 
exercise  appropriate  caution  when  approaching  a  blind  person  carrying  a  white  cane 
or  using  a  guide  dog;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  law  also  calls  upon  employers,  both  public  and  private,  to 
be  aware  of  and  utilize  the  employment  skills  of  our  blind  citizens  by  recognizing 
their  worth  as  individuals  and  their  productive  capacities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  California,  through  the  California  Department  of  Social 
Services,   Office  of  Services  to  the  Blind,  is  coordinating  with  various  private 
organizations  to  improve  and  enrich  the  lives  of  our  blind  citizens;  and 

NOW,  THEREFORE.  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  do 
hereby  proclaim  October  15,  1986,  as  White  Cane  Safety  Day  in  California  and  en- 
courage all  citizens  to  recognize  the  white  cane  as  an  instrument  of  safety  and 
self-help  for  blind  pedestrians  on  our  streets  and  highways.

A  PROCLAMATION 
by  the  Governor  of  the  State  ot  California 


WHEREAS,  born  Cristoforo  Colombo  in  Genoa,  Italy,  about  1451  Columbus  went  to 
sea  at   the  age  of  14  and  settled  in  Lisbon,  Portugal,  then  a  center  for  both 
maritime  trade  and  exploration;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  idea  of  reaching  the  Indies  by  sailing  west  from  the  Azores  came 
to  obsess   Columbus  and  to  gain  experience  in  navigation  he  made  several  African 
voyages  in  the  1470s  and  80s:  and 

WHEREAS,  For  over  eight  years,  Columbus  sought  support  for  his  voyage   from 
John   11   of  Portugal,  Henry  Vll  of  England  and  Charles  Vlll  of  France  and  in  1492 
Queen  Isabella  of  Spain  agreed  to  outfit  Columbus'  expedition;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1492,  Columbus  set  sail  with  the  Santa  Maria,  Finta  and  Nina  and 
discovered  San  Salvador,  Cuba  and  Hispaniola,  first  landing  on  October  12,  1492; 
and 

WHEREAS,  on  subsequent  expeditions,  Columbus  further  explored  these  islands 
looking  for  evidence  Oi.   the  fabled  wealth  of  the  Indies,  but  the  only  riches  he  saw 
were  the  gold  rings  worn  by  the  natives;  and 

WHEREAS,  although  Columbus  never  knew  that  he  had  discovered  a  completely  new 
world,   he  will  always  be  remembered  for  leading  the  way  for  settlement  and 
development  of  the  New  World;  and 

WHEREAS,  all  Calif ornians  are  proud  to  join  with  our   Italian  community   in 
celebrating  the  anniversary  of  Columbus'  first  landing  in  the  New  World  as  well  as 
his  life  and  contributions  to  world  history; 

HOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEUKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  do 
hereby  proclaim  October  12,  1986  as  Columbus  Day  in  California.

UHKRRAS,  Government  Code  Section  20816  permits  State  employees  (including  mem- 
bers  of   the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  designated  as  State  employees)  and 
higher  education  employees  who  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  Sys- 
tem to  receive  an  additional  two  (2)  years  of  service  credit  whenever  the  Governor 
determines  by  executive  order  that: 

1)  because  of  an  impending  curtailment  of  or  change  in  the  manner  of  per- 
forming services,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  be  served  by  en- 
couraging the  retirement  of  State  employees;  and

UHkKKAR,   the  impact  of  changes  in  funding  levels  and  methods  of  providing 
services  to  achieve  program  efficiencies  may  result  in  a  curtailment  of  employees 
in  State  government,  the  University  of  California,  and  the  California  State  Univer-

B.  State  agencies,  other  than  the  University  of  California  and  the  Califor- 
nia State  University,  shall  submit  Program  Participation  Plans  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  for  fiscal  review  and  approval  following  review  by 
the  appropriate  Agency  Secretary.  A  copy  of  the  Program  Participation 
Plan  also  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Personnel  Administra- 
tion. 

C.  The  University  of  California  and  the  California  State  University  will 
submit  their  Program  Participation  Plans  directly  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  for  fiscal  review  and  approval. 

D.  All  program  Participation  Plans  shall  include  documentation  of  staff  re- 
ductions,  associated  costs  of  participating  in  the  Program,  anticipated 
savings,  and  other  relevant  information  related  to  the  Participation 
Plan.

Transportation  and  Housing  Agency,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Environmental  Affairs  Agency,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Resources  Agency  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Health  Services.

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Office  of  the  Governor  by  the  federal  Tax 
Reform  Act  of  1986  (P,L.  99-514)  (the  "Act"),  I,  George  Deukmejian,  as  Governor  of 
the  State  of  California,  hereby  proclaim  as  follows: 

1.   Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  terms  defined  in  this  section 
shall  for  all  purposes  of  this  proclamation  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "MBAC"  means  the  Mortgage  Bond  Allocation  Committee  created  by  Sec- 
tion 50185  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code. 

(b)  "Code"  means  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  from  time 
to  time. 

(c)  "Housing  Credit  Applicant"  means  any  owner  or  prospective  owner  of 
qualifying  low-income  housing  who  applies  to  the  MBAC  via  applica- 
tion to  a  State  or  Local  Agency  for: 

(i)   an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  current  State  Housing  Credit 
Ceiling:  or 

(ii)  a  reservation  of  a  portion  of  the  anticipated  State  Housing 
Credit  Ceiling  of  a  subsequent  year. 

(d)  "Housing  Credit  Recipient"  means  any  owner  or  prospective  owner  of 
qualifying  low-income  housing  who  receives  from  the  MBAC: 

(i)   an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  current  State  Housing  Credit 
Ceiling;  or 

(ii)  a  reservation  of  a  portion  of  the  anticipated  State  Housing 
Credit  Ceiling  of  a  subsequent  year. 

(e)  "Qualified  low-income  building  or  project"  or  "project"  means  any 
"qualifying  low-income  building  or  housing  project"  as  defined  in 
subsections  A2(c)(2)  and  A2(g)  of  the  Code. 

(f)  "State"  means  the  State  of  California. 

(g)  "State  Agency"  means  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Devel- 
opment or  the  California  Housing  Finance  Agency. 

(h)   "Local  Agency"  means  any  city,  county,  or  city  and  county. 

(i)  "State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling"  means  the  amount  specified  in  sub- 
section A2(h)(3)(C)  of  the  Code  for  each  calendar  year  commencing 
after  1986. 

(j)  "Statewide  Housing  Plan"  means  the  plan  required  to  be  produced  by 
the  California  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  pur- 
suant to  Section  50450  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code. 


The  MBAC,  at  any  time,  may  announce  priorities  or  set  aside  a  portion  of 
the  current  or  anticipated  State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling.   In  order  to 
promote  the  provision  of  affordable   low-income  housing  within  and 
throughout  the  State,  the  MBAC  is  encouraged  to  consider  the   following 
priority  usages  in  the  allocation  of  the  State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling: 

(a)  Projects  which  have  been  government-assisted  affordable  housing 
projects  and  which  are  eligible  to  convert  to  market-rate  rental 
units. 

(b)  Projects  which  enhance  the  benefit  of  State  and/or  local  financial 
and  nonfinancial  resources. 

(c)  Projects  targeted  to  those  special  needs  groups  identified  in  the 
Statewide  Housing  Plan. 

(d)  Projects  which  commit   to  providing  a  greater  percentage  of  low- 
income  units  and/or  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  is  required  in 
Section  42  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Projects  which  maximize  the  utilization  of  credits  available  to  the 
State. 

(a)  The  MBAC  shall  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after  the  date  of  this 
proclamation,  and  thereafter  after  the  start  of  each  calendar  year, 
determine  and  announce  the  State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling  for  the 
calendar  year. 

(b)  The  entire  State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling  for  each  calendar  year  is 
hereby  allocated  to  the  MBAC  which  is  designated  as  the  State's  only 
Housing  Credit  Agency  within  the  meaning  of  Section  42(h)  of  the 
Code. 

(c)  The  MBAC  may  reserve  a  portion  of  the  anticipated  State  Housing 
Credit  Ceiling  for  a  subsequent  year  for  a  Housing  Credit  Applicant. 
As  a  condition  to  making  any  allocation  or  reservation,  the  MBAC  may 
require  the  Housing  Credit  Recipient  to  make  a  deposit  in  an  amount 
and  manner  as  determined  by  the  MBAC.   The  MBAC  shall  determine 
policies  describing  the  circumstances  under  which  deposits  will  be 
returned  or  forfeited  in  whole  or  in  part. 

The  MBAC  shall: 

(a)  Prepare  application  forms  and  announce  procedures  to  be  followed  by 
Housing  Credit  Applicants  to  apply  for: 

(i)   an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  current  State  Housing  Credit 
Ceiling;  or 

(ii)  a  reservation  of  a  portion  of  the  anticipated  State  Housing 
Credit  Ceiling  for  a  subsequent  year. 

(b)  Develop  and  announce  procedures  for  the  review,  processing  and  for- 
warding by  State  and  Local  Agencies  of  applications  referred  to  in 

(a). 

(c)  Prepare  forms  to  elicit  necessary  or  requested  information  from 
State  or  Local  Agencies,  Housing  Credit  Applicants  and  Housing 
Credit  Recipients. 


(a)  The  MBAC  may  establish  and  collect  fees  payable  by  the  Housing 
Credit  Applicant  and/or  Housing  Credit  Recipient  to  the  MBAC  to 
cover  its  administrative  expenses. 

(b)  State  and  Local  Agencies,  subject  to  any  rule  established  by  the 
MBAC.  may  set  guidelines  for  the  acceptance,  review,  and  action  on 
applications  of  and  collect   fees  payable  by  the  Housing  Credxt 
Applicant  and/or  Housing  Credit  Recipient  to  cover  administrative 
expenses  associated  with  the  provisions  of  this  proclamation. 

6    (a)  Any  allocation  or  reservation  of  a  portion  of  the  current  or  future 
State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling  to  a  Housing  Credit  Recipient  by  the 
MBAC  may  be  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  MBAC  may  deter- 
mine  For  example,  the  MBAC  may  condition  an  allocation  or  reserva- 
tion on  the  execution  of  a  contract  between  the  Housing  Credit 
Recipient  and  the  MBAC  and/or  State  or  Local  Agency  requiring  the 
Housing  Credit  Recipient  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  of  Section  42 
of  the  Code,  any  applicable  State  code,  and  any  additional  require 
ments  which  the  MBAC  deems  necessary  or  appropriate,  and  providing 
for  legal  action  to  obtain  specific  performance  or  monetary  damages 
for  breach  of  contract. 

(b)   No  allocation  or  reservation  made  by  the  MBAC  may  be  transferred  by 
the  Housing  Credit  Recipient  unless  the  specific,  written  approval 
of  the  MBAC  is  obtained  prior  to  the  proposed  transfer.  Any  such 
transfer  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  set  by  the  MBAC. 

7    State  and  Local  Agencies.  Housing  Credit  Applicants  and/or  Housing  Credit 
Recipients  shall  provide  the  MBAC  any  information  which  may  be  requested 
by  the  MBAC  in  performing  its  duties  and  responsibilities  hereunder. 

8.   This  proclamation  is  intended  to  provide  a  full.  fair,  flexible  and  work- 
able means  of  utilizing  the  State  Housing  Credit  Ceiling  available  under 
the  Code,  and  it  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  implemented  to  achieve 
such  purposes. 

9    If  any  portion  of  this  proclamation  is  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise 
*   unlawful,   such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  or  any  other  por- 
tion  of  this  proclamation.

WHEREAS,  Education  is  the  key  to  California's  future  and  is  the  top   spending 
priority  of  this  administration. 

HHKFUAS,    the  budget   for  Kindergarten  through  12th  grade  schools  has  been 
increased  $6.5  billion  in  five  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  despite  this  unprecedented  increase  in  funding,  accompanied  by  educa- 
tional  reforms   enacted   in  1983,  many  schools  are  reporting  serious  financial 
difficulties  and  an  inability  to  improve  their  educational  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  other  California  public  schools,  receiving  the  same  per  pupil   level 
of   funding,   are  in  sound  financial  condition  and  have  achieved  solid  student 
results;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Auditor  General  and  the  Commission  on  State  Government 
Organization  and  Economy  have  recently  raised  concerns  as  to  whether  public  school 
districts  are  adequately  managed  and  are  held  sufficiently  accountable  for  their 
fiscal  policies;  and 

WHEREAS,   California's  essential  school  reform  movement  needs  both  greater 
accountability  and  a  clear  and  creative  direction  for  the  future. 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  (SORGE  DEUKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 

virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 

the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective   immedi- 
ately: 

1.  The  California  Commission  on  Educational  Quality  is  hereby  created  to 
study  California's  elementary  and  secondary  education  system,  and  to  rec- 
ommend needed  reforms. 

2.  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  a  chairman  and  14  members. 

3.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

a.  To  identify  specific  reforms  and  education  techniques  which  have 
been  proven  to  work  in  California's  exemplary  schools,  and  develop 
a  plan  to  apply  them  statewide  in  all  schools. 
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b.  To  examine  the  effectiveness  of  California's  40  special  categorical 
education  programs. 

c.  To  develop  methods  to  make  school  districts  and  state  education 
officials  more  accountable  for  sound  financial  planning  and  manage- 
ment practices. 

d.  To  explore  the  use  of  financial  incentives  to  encourage  sound  man- 
agement practices  and  compliance  with  reforms  previously  enacted  in 
Chapter  498,  Statutes  of  1983. 

e.  To  evaluate  the  need  for  better  defined  policies  and  practices  on 
student  discipline  and  suggest  additional  steps  to  ensure  that  all 
students  in  the  state  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  safe  and  crime  free 
school  environment. 

Members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall 
receive  payment  for  necessary  expenses. 

The  Commission  shall  provide  the  Governor  with  a  preliminary  report  of 
its  findings  and  recommendations  by  December  1,  1987,  and  a  final  report 
by  June  1,  1988. 


All  state  agencies,  departments,  boards  and  commissions  are  directed 
assist  the  Commission  in  the  implementation  of  this  executive  order.

WHKBKAS,  under  the  leadership  of  Carlos  Manuel  de  Cespedes,   Antonio  Maceo. 
Maximo  Gomes,   Ignacio  Agramonte  and  others  the  noble  and  courageous  Cuban  people

WHEREAS.  California  companies  must  compete  in  world  markets  against   foreign 
manufacturers  who  are  supported  in  technology  development  by  their  national  govern- 
ments; and 

WHEREAS,  while  200,000  more  people  are  employed  in  manufacturing  industries  in 
California  than  five  years  ago.  we  must  make  manufacturing  job  development  a  high 
priority;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  retain  and  increase  California  manufacturing  jobs  and  maintain  our 
industrial   competitiveness.   California  must  make  use  of  its  universities  and 
national  laboratories  for  solutions  to  technological  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  the  benefit  of  world  renowned  universities,   such  as 
the  University  of  California,  California  State  University.  Stanford  University. 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  and  University  of  Southern  California,   and 
unique  federal  laboratories,  such  as  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory.  Lawrence  Livermore 
National  Laboratory.  Ames  Research  Center,  and  Stanford  Linear  Accelerator  Center, 
to  draw  upon  for  this  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  state  should  support  collaborative  research  projects,  involving 
the  state  and  private  industry,  which  have  been  carefully  screened  and  promise  a 
clear  return  on  the  state's  investment;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  state  Department  of  Commerce  should  search  out,  facilitate,  and 
direct  applied  collaborative  research  projects  that  can  solve  critical  industry  and 
environmental  problems;  and  should  promote  and  enhance  technological  transfer  pro- 
grams to  make  the  unparalleled  resources  of  our  universities  and  national  labora- 
tories available  to  private  industry; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I.  GEORGE  DEDKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,   do  hereby   issue  this   order  to  become  effective 
immediately: 

1.   There  is  hereby  created  the  California  Competitive  Technology  Program  to 
provide  grants  to  projects  that  transfer  the  results  and  knowledge  of  techno- 
logical research  to  the  private  sector,  and  enhance  technology  in  an  industry 
through  collaborative  research. 
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There  is  hereby  created  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  the  California  Office  of 
Competitive  Technology  to  investigate  and  evaluate  technology  projects,  iden- 
tify technology  transfer  opportunities,  establish  liaison  with  universities 
and  national  laboratories,  and  develop  guidelines  for  the  California  Competi- 
tive Technology  Program. 

There  is  hereby  created  the  Competitive  Technology  Advisory  Council,  chaired 
by  the  director  of  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  shall  include  representatives  from: 

o  University  of  California. 

o  California  State  University. 

o  Independent  colleges  and  universities. 

o  National  laboratories  in  California. 

o  High  technology  manufacturing  industry. 

o  Other  individuals  as  the  Governor  may  appoint. 

This  Council  shall  advise  the  Department  and  California  Office  of  Competitive 
Technology  on  scientific  issues  involving  technology  transfer.

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  is  empowered  under  Penal  Code  section  15A7  to  offer 
rewards  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  those  persons  responsible  for  crimes  specified  in  that 
section; 

WHEREAS,   as  Governor  I  have  previously  offered  the  following  rewards  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  payable  from  the  state  general   fund,   in 
regards  to  particular  crimes: 

O    On  February   11,   1983,   for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  an  act  of  arson  at  the  Cedars 
Sinai  Medical  Center  in  Los  Angeles; 

o    On  June  10,  1983,  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
Kevin  Cooper,  suspected  of  murdering  four  people  shortly  after  escaping  from  a 
minimum  security  prison; 

o    On  July  5,  1985,  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  an  act  of  arson  causing  the  Baldwin  Hills 
fire  in  Los  Angeles,  which  killed  3  persons,  injured  a  dozen  others,  and  destroyed 
52  homes; 

o    On  July  10,  1985,  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  four  acts  of  arson  causing  the  following 
fires:   the  Normal  Heights  fire  in  San  Diego,  the  Los  Gatos  fire  in  Northern 
California,  the  Wheeler  fire  near  Ojai,  and  the  brush  fire  in  the  Las  Pilitas  area 
of  San  Luis  Obispo  County;

o    On  April  23,  1988,  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction 
of  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  an  April  1,  1988.  gang-related  random 
shooting  that  killed  one  19  year  old  and  wounded  10  other  people,  including  a  A 
year  old  boy,  at  46th  Street  and  Raymond  Avenue  in  Los  Angeles; 

o    On  April  23,  1988,  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction 
of  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  an  October  1,  1987,   gang-related  random 
shooting,   near  the  intersection  of  Olanda  and  Stoneacker  Streets,  in  Lynwood, 
California,  killing  one  Antwine  Hunter,  15  years  of  age. 

WHEREAS,  the  foregoing  reward  offers  have  not  been  formally  memorialized  in  an 
official  document,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State.

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  mitigating  traffic  congestion,  varying  work  schedules 
may  have  other  salutary  effects  on  employee  lifestyles  such  as  facilitating  provi- 
sions for  child  care  and  improving  morale;

WhkkKAS.  in  the  urban  areas  of  California,   commuters  are  spending 
approximately  400.000  hours  daily  in  traffic  jams;  and 

HHKREAS.  during  the  next  12  years,  another  six  million  vehicles  will  be  added 
to  California's  streets  and  highways;  and 

WHEREAS,  increasing  traffic  congestion  is  a  threat  to  individual  well-being, 
commerce,  and  the  economic  and  social  vitality  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  deteriorating  air  quality  in  metropolitan  areas  is  a  health  threat 
and  a  constraint  on  economic  growth;  and 

WHEREAS,  more  than  1,100  highway  construction  projects  totaling  $1.7  billion 
are  now  underway;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  past  five  years,  ridership  on  intercity  rail  systems  has 
increased  more  than  fifty  percent;  and 

WHEREAS,  while  expansion  of  streets  and  highways  remains  the  cornerstone  of 
reducing  traffic  congestion,  nonetheless  thert  ill  still  be  insufficient  roadway 
capacity  to  accommodate  this  increased  traffic;  fa  ' 

WHEREAS,  most  traffic  corridors  could  be  freed  of  congestion  if  vehicle 
occupancy  was  increased;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  recently  concluded  Governor's  Regional  Transportation  Management 
Conferences,  sponsored  by  the  Air  Resources  Board.  Department   of  Transportation, 
California  Highway  Patrol,   Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  Office  of  Traffic 
Safety,  resulted  in  consensus  recommendations  that  state  and  local  government,  and 
private  industry,  cooperate  to  better  manage  urban  streets  and  highways;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  California  2010  report  by  the  California  Economic  Development 
Corporation  recommended  making  better  use  of  our  existing  transportation  networks; 
and 

WHEREAS,  state  government  as  a  major  California  employer  must  take  the  leader- 
ship in  resolving  traffic  congestion  through  efficient  use  of   the  transportation 
system. 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  I  GEORGE  DEOKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue 
of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes  of  the 
State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately: 

1.  The  Director  of  Transportation  shall  establish  an  Office  of  Traffic  Improve- 
ment to  oversee  the  transportation  management  program  described  above  and  to 
coordinate  state  efforts  to  increase  ridesharing  and  transit  use  among  state 
employees,  develop  partnerships  with  local  government  and  private  industry  to 
implement  traffic  management  strategies,  research  and  apply  new  technologies 
to  improve  free-flow  of  traffic,  and  actively  promote  ridesharing  throughout 
the  urban  areas  of  California. 


State  agencies   shall   implement  a  state  employee  transportation  management 
program  designed  to  result  in  a  10%  reduction  in  the  number  of  commute  trips 
by  state  employees  during  peak  commute  periods  in  congested  urban  areas. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  goal,  the  Department  of  Transportation  shall 
identify  those  state  facilities  served  by  congested  commute  routes   in  urban 
areas.   For  these  facilities: 

o    State  agencies  shall  develop  specific  action  plans  to  achieve  a  minimum 
of  10%  reduction  in  commute  trips  toward  a  goal  of  an  average  of  two 
employees  per  vehicle  during  commute  periods.   Agencies  shall  submit 
their  plans  to  the  Office  of  Traffic  improvement  by  January  1,  1989,  and 
shall  update  their  plans  annually  thereafter. 

o    State  employees  working  in  these  facilities  shall  be  eligible  for  a  50% 
allowance  on  monthly  transit  passes  up  to  a  maximum  of  $15  per  month. 
The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  shall  implement  and  administer 
this  program. 

o    The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  shall  establish  a  pilot  pro- 
gram in  three  State  facilities  to  provide  up  to  30  minutes  per  day  of 
compensated  travel  time  for  those  employees  coming  to  work  using  transit 
or  van  pools. 

o    The  Department  of  Personnel  Administration  shall  provide  an  incentive  of 
up  to  $50  per  month  to  state  employee  vanpool  drivers. 

o    The  Department  of  General  Services  shall  establish  accessibility  to 
transit  services  as  a  requirement  for  buying,  leasing,  or  building  State 
facilities. 

o    The  Department  of  General  Services  shall  expedite  a  telecommuting  demon- 
stration project  for  state  employees. 

In  addition,   to  further  reduce  congestion.  State  agencies  shall  reschedule 
routine  commercial  deliveries  in  congested  urban  areas  during  hours  identified 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation  as  peak  commute  times. 

The  Department   of  Transportation  shall  implement  an  ongoing,  major  public 
education  effort  to  encourage  Californians  to  use  ridesharing.    This  would 
include  an  outreach  program  using,  for  example.  Department  of  Motor  Vehicle 
mailers,  payroll  inserts,  and  mass  media  to  advise  the  public  and  employers  of 
the  benefits  of  reducing  traffic  demand. 

The  Department  of  Transportation  shall  use  advanced  technology  whenever  pos- 
sible to  improve  traffic  flow.

WHEREAS,  traffic  congestion  and  safety  are  major  concerns  in  California:  and 


WHEREAS,  accidents  and  incidents  involving  heavy  commercial 
death,  injury,  and  property  damage;  and 


vehicles  cause 


WHEREAS,   these  accidents  and  incidents  delay  traffic  for  many  hours,  causing 
major  congestion  and  cleanup;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  67.  passed  during  the  1988  Legislative 
Session,   called  for  increased  communication  between  the  government  and 
transportation  industry;  and 

WHEREAS.  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  67  requests  the  Governor  to  establish  a 
"Heavy  Commercial  Vehicle  and  Driver  Safety  Task  Force";  and 

WHEREAS,  increased  communication  and  cooperation  between  governmental  agencies 
and  the  transportation  industry  would  contribute  to  alleviating  traffic  congestion 
and  safety  problems; 

NOW.  THEREFORE,  I,  GEORGE  DEDKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immedi- 
ately: 

1.  The  Heavy  Commercial  Vehicle  and  Driver  Safety  Task  Force  requested  by  Senate 
Concurrent  Resolution  67  (Russell)  is  hereby  established  and  placed  under  the 
direction  of  the  California  Highway  Patrol.  The  task  force  will  investigate 
and  make  recommendations  to  improve  heavy  commercial  vehicle  and  driver  safety 
in  California.  The  task  force  will  include  representatives  of  the  Department 
of  the  California  Highway  Patrol,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  Office  of  Traffic  Safety  in  the  Business, 
Transportation,  and  Housing  Agency,  the  Department  of  Transportation,  labor 
organizations,  various  segments  of  the  trucking  and  shipping  industries,  and 
motor  vehicle  owners'  and  operators'  organizations. 

2.  The  task  force  shall  study  methods  of  improving  heavy  commercial  vehicle  and 
driver  safety,  including  improved  coordination  among  State  agencies   and 
commissions  having  jurisdiction  and  responsibility  for  trucking  safety.

The  task  force  shall  obtain  information  from  the  trucking  industry.  State 
agencies,  and  other  motorist  and  highway  safety-related  organizations  to 
identify  and  study  the  current  safety  status  of  heavy  commercial  vehicle 
operation,  and  of  drivers  of  those  commercial  vehicles. 

The  information  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to.  information  relating  to 
the  licensing,   regulation,  maintenance,  and  monitoring  of  heavy  commercial 
vehicle  operations,  and  the  training,  licensing,  and  monitoring  of  drivers  of 
heavy  commercial  vehicles  and  shall  be  compiled  to  provide  a  basis  for  the 
development  and  effective  management  of  cost-effective  safety  programs  and 
improvements  to  reduce  heavy  commercial  vehicle  accidents. 

In  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  expediency,  the  Heavy  Commercial  Vehicle  and 
Driver  Safety  Task  Force  is  hereby  combined  with  the  California  Motor  Vehicle

WHEREAS.  The  Vision:   California  2010  report   of  the  California  Economic 
Development  Corporation  and  the  Commission  on  California  State  Government 
Organization  and  Economy  recommended  that  the  State  should  improve  management   of 
its  lands  and  property  to  increase  return  to  the  State;  and 

WHEREAS,  improved  management  of  State  land  and  property  can  generate  revenues 
through  such  means  as  sale,  lease,  trade  or  joint  development  with  private  firms; 
and 

WHEREAS,  revenues  generated  by  such  means  can  be  used  to  finance  construction 
and  operation  of  public  projects;  and 

WHEREAS.  State  agencies  are  required  to  prepare  and  maintain  an  inventory  of 
their  land  and  property:  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  public  interest  for  the  State  to  actively  manage  its 
land  and  property  and  for  private  firms  to  finance  and  manage  public  works  in 
cooperation  with  the  State; 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  GEORGE  DEDiOffiJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immedi- 
ately:

It  is  the  policy  of  the  State  to  actively  manage  its  land  and  property 
for  maximum  public  benefit   and  highest   and  best  use.  working  in 
cooperation  with  the  private  sector.   To  effect  this  policy  the  State 
shall  establish  a  pro-active  asset  management  function. 

There  is  within  the  Governor's  Office  of  Planning  and  Research  an  asset 
management  function  through  which  the  Director  shall  oversee  pro-active 
asset  management  activities  and  coordinate  State  efforts  to  develop 
projects  jointly  with  departments  and  the  private  sector.   The  Director 
shall   encourage  and   assist   State  agencies  to  implement  the  program, 
review  and  approve  goals,  plans,   procedures  and  specific  proposals 
developed  by  them,  work  with  the  private  sector  to  provide  information 
and  assistance  about  opportunities  for  development,   issue  an  annual 
report  on  its  achievements  and  activities,  and  may  establish  advisory 
groups  as  needed  to  carry  out  its  duties. 
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All  agencies,  departments,  boards,  and  commissions,  in  recognition  of  the 
benefits   to  be  derived  from  the  pro-active  asset  management  function 
shall: 

a.  Take  appropriate  action  to  manage  their  land  and  property  to  further 
the  State  asset  management  policy; 

b.  Employ  such  methods  as  lease,  sale,  or  trade  of  unused  or  underused 
State  land  or  property,  and  joint  ventures  with  the  private  sector, 
where  appropriate,  in  order  to  ensure  maximum  public  benefit; 

c.  Develop  goals,  and  procedures  to  implement  this  order,  employing  the 
capabilities  of  the  private  sector  where  appropriate,   to  assess 
development  potential  and  undertake  projects; 

d.  Develop  specific  proposals  for  managing  unused  or  underused  property 
for  the  benefit  of  State  programs  and  organize  those  proposals  in  an 
annual  plan  to  be  submitted  to  appropriate  agencies  for  approval; 

e.  Coordinate  with  the  pro-active  asset  management  function  proposals 
to  finance  and  construct  State  buildings  and  other  facilities. 

Projects  developed  pursuant  to  this  policy  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Public  Works  Board.   In  making  its  determinations  the 
board  shall  consider  the  utilization  of  pro-active  asset  management  to 
accomplish  the  goals  of  the  projects.

Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  have  found   that 
conditions  of  extreme  peril  to  the  agricultural  industry  and  the  safety  of  agricul- 
tural properties  exist  within  the  County  of  Santa  Clara,   State  of  California, 
caused  by  the  discovery  of  an  infestation  of  the  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly,  on  or 
about  August  31,  1989.   The  Santa  Clara  County  Executive  has  requested  I  proclaim  a 
State  of  Emergency  because  such  infestation  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  services, 
personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  of  Santa  Clara  County.   This  condition  requires 
the  proclamation  of  a  State  of  Emergency.   Under  the  authority  of  Article  13,  Title 
2,  Division  1  of  Chapter  7,  Government  Code,  I  therefore  proclaim  a  State  of 
Emergency  and  hereby  implement  the  California  Peacetime  Emergency  Plan  in  the 
County  of  Santa  Clara;  and 

Pursuant  to  the  proclamation,  I  hereby  direct  all  agencies  of  the  state

WHEREAS,  the  Omnibus  Trade  Bill  of  1988  designates  the  metric  system  as  the 
preferred  system  of  weights  and  measures  for  United  States  trade  and  commerce,  with 
the  requirement  that  all  Federal  Agencies  convert  to  the  metric  system  in  grants, 
contracts  and  other  business  related  activities  by  1992;  and 

WHEREAS,   by   learning  to  use  the  metric  system,  all  citizens  will  be  better 
able  to  compete  on  an  international  level  in  science,  business,  industry  and  educa- 
tion where  use  of  the  metric  system  is  widespread; 

HOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  GEORGE  DEDKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  do 
hereby  proclaim  October  1-7.  1989  as  Metric  Week  in  California  and   encourage  all 
Calif ornians  to  increase  their  knowledge  and  understanding  of  this  system  of 
weights  and  measurements  used  throughout  the  world.

A  PROCLAMATION 
by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California 

WHSREAS.  more  than  one  million  citizens  of  the  United  States   and  countless 
other  people   throughout  the  world  are  now  believed  to  be  infected  with  the  Human 
Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV)  which  causes  Acquired   Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
(AIDS):  and 

WHEREAS,   the  AIDS  epidemic  has  affected  the  lives  of  men,  women  and  children 
from  all  walks  of  life,  causing  great  pain  and  devastation  for  those  suffering  from 
the  disease,  their  friends  and  families;  and 

WHEREAS,   more  than  103,000  cases  of  AIDS  have  been  reported  throughout  the 
United  States,  with  21,671  of  them  coming  from  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  there  currently  exists  no  vaccine  or  cure  for  this  tragic  disease 
and   the  visible  signs  of  AIDS  may  not  appear  until  many  years  after  the  initial 
infection,  we  must  continue  to  promote  education  as  the  most  effective  tool   for 
helping  to  prevent  the  spread  of  AIDS;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  California,  in  cooperation  with  other  federal,  local  and 
private  agencies  and  organizations  has  developed  a  comprehensive  public   education 
and   awareness  program  to  help  encourage  citizens  to  observe  preventive  health 
practices  in  an  effort  to  help  reduce  the  incidence  of  AIDS;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  month  of  October,  government  agencies,  public  and  private 
organizations  and  concerned  citizens  are  joining  together  to  help  all  citizens 
better  understand  the  importance  of  AIDS  education  programs   and  prevention 
procedures:

I.  GEORGE  DEDKMEJIAN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  have  found  that 
conditions  of  extreme  peril  to  the  agricultural  industry  and  the  safety  of 
agricultural  properties  exist  within  the  County  of  San  Bernardino,  State  of 
California,  caused  by  the  discovery  of  an  infestation  of  the  Mediterranean  Fruit 
Fly.  on  or  about  September  25,  1989.  The  San  Bernardino  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  requested  I  proclaim  a  State  of  Emergency  because  such  infestation 
is  beyond  the  control  of  the  services,  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  of  San 
Bernardino  County.  This  condition  requires  the  proclamation  of  a  State  of 
Emergency.  Under  the  authority  of  Article  13,  Title  2,  Division  1  of  Chapter  7, 
Government  Code,  I  therefore  proclaim  a  State  of  Emergency  and  hereby  implement  the 
California  peacetime  Emergency  Plan  in  the  County  of  San  Bernardino. 

Pursuant  to  the  proclamation,  I  hereby  direct  all  agencies  of  the  state 
government  to  utilize  and  employ  state  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  any  and  all  activities  to  alleviate  this  emergency. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publicity  and 
notice  be  given  to  this  proclamation.

Commencing  Friday,  October  20,  1989,  and  UNTIL  FURTHER  NOTICE,   the 
collection  of  tolls  on  the  three  state  owned  and  operated  transbay  bridges  are 
suspended  during  weekdays  from  the  hours  of  5  a.m.  to  10  a.m. 

In  order  to  prevent  or  eliminate  undue  traffic  congestion  at  toll  booths, 
the  Director  of  the  California  Department  of  Transportation,  if  he  determines 
it  necessary,  shall  have  the  authority  to  expand  such  non-collection  hours, 
including  afternoon  hours.   Said  transbay  bridges  are  the  San  Mateo-Hayward 
Bridge,  Dumbarton  Bridge,  and  the  Richmond-San  Rafael  Bridge. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  Executive  Emergency 
Order  be  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread 
publicity  and  notice  be  given.

American  University  of  Beirut,  taken  June  9,  1985;  Frank  Herbert  Reed, 
headmaster  of  the  Lebanese  International  School,  seized  September  9,  1986;  Joseph 
James  Cicippio,  deputy  comptroller  of  the  American  University  of  Beirut,   taken 
September  12,   1986;   Edward  Austin  Tracy,  illustrator,  captured  October  21,  1986; 
Jessee  Jonathan  Turner,  computer  and  mathematics  professor,   Beirut  University 
College,   taken  January  24,  1987;  Alann  Bradford  Steen,  professor  of  Journalism  at 
Beirut  University  College,  seized  January  24,   1987;   and  Robert  Bruce  Polhill, 
business  professor  at  Beirut  University  College,  taken  January  24,  1987;  and

*  Appoint  an  Employee  Transportation  Coordinator  for  each  facility  to 
work  with  its  department's  Traffic  Management  Coordinator  who  in 
turn  will  work  with  the  Caltrans  Office  of  Traffic  Improvement. 

*  Schedule  all   activities   including  routine  work  schedules  in 
accordance  with  local  efforts  to  stagger  demand  for  critical 
transportation   facilities,   including,   but  not  limited  to, 
implementation  of  A/ AG  or  9/80  work  week  schedules  as  practicable. 

*  Make  arrangements  to  temporarily  reassign  employees  to  offices 
closest  to  their  homes  or  implement  telecommuting  procedures  and 
programs  to  increase  work  at  home  or  at  satellite  facilities.

17,  1989,  with  a  magnitude  of  7.1  on  the  Richter  scale;  and 

WHEREAS,   this  earthquake  caused  the  Cypress  Structure  of  Interstate  880  in 
Oakland  and  a  span  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  to  collapse,   resulting 
in  numerous  deaths  and  injuries,  as  well  as  property  damage;  and 

WHEREAS,   it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  these  failures  as 
expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  additional  actions  may  be  taken  to  ensure  the 
maximum  possible  safety  of  California's  highways,  bridges,  and  other  structures  in 
future  earthquakes;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  an  investigation  be  conducted 
independent  of  any  engineering  studies  that  must  be  performed  by  Caltrans; 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  GEORGE  DEORMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,   do  hereby   issue  this  Order,  to  become  effective 
immediately: 

1.  The  Governor's  Board  of  Inquiry  on  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake   is 
hereby  created  to  investigate  the  collapse  of  the  Cypress  Structure  of 
Interstate  880  and  a  span  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 

2.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  shall  consist  of  11  experts  in  fields   related  to 
civil,   structural,   and  seismic  earthquake  engineering  and  design,  and 
earthquake  science.   The  Board  shall  be  chaired  by  Dr.  George  W.  Housner 
of  the  California  Institute  of  Technology. 

3.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

a.  To  determine  why  the  Cypress  Structure  of  Interstate  880  and  the  Bay 
Bridge  span  failed  in  the  earthquake. 

b.  To  determine  whether  these  failures  were  or  could  have  been 
foreseen. 

c.  To  advise  on  how  to  accurately  predict  possible  future  bridge  and 
structure  failures. 

d.  To  determine  if  the  schedule  for  and  manner  of  retrofitting  these 
structures  properly  utilized  the  seismic  and  structural  information 
that  has  been  developed  following  other  earthquakes  in  California.

To  make  recommendations  as  to  whether  the  state  should  modify  the 
existing  construction  or  retrofit  program  for  freeway  structures  and 
bridges  m  light  of  new  information  gained  from  this  earthquake. 

The  Board  of  Inquiry  shall  provide  the  Governor  with  a  progress  report  by 
March  1.  1990.  and  a  final  report  with  its  findings  and  recommendations 
by  June  1,  1990. 

The  Office  of  Planning  and  Research  shall  provide  administrative  support 
to  the  Board  of  Inquiry  and  all  state  agencies,  departments,  boards,  and 
commissions  are  directed  to  assist  the  Board  in  the  implementation  of 
this  executive  order.

I,  GEORGE  DEDKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  have  found  that 
conditions  of  extreme  peril  to  the  agricultural  industry  and  the  safety  of 
agricultural  properties  exist  within  the  County  of  Orange,  State  of  California, 
caused  by  the  discovery  of  an  infestation  of  the  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly,  on  or 
about  November  17,  1989.  The  Orange  County  Board  of  Supervisors  has  requested  I 
proclaim  a  State  of  Emergency  because  such  infestation  is  beyond  the  control  of  the 
services,  personnel,  equipment,  and  facilities  of  Orange  County.  This  condition 
requires  the  proclamation  of  a  State  of  Emergency.  Under  the  authority  of  Article 
13,  Title  2,  Division  1  of  Chapter  7,  Government  Code,  I  therefore  proclaim  a  State 
of  Emergency  and  hereby  implement  the  California  Peacetime  Emergency  Plan  in  the 
County  of  Orange;  and 

Pursuant  to  the  proclamation,  I  hereby  direct  all  agencies  of  the  state 
government  to  utilize  and  employ  state  personnel,  equipment,  and  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  any  and  all  activities  to  alleviate  this  emergency;  and 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publicity  and 
notice  be  given  to  this  proclamation.

HHERKAS,  the  Fifth  Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution,  applicable  to 
the  State  of  California  by  the  Fourteenth  Amendment,  and  Article  I,  Section  19.  of 
the  California  Constitution,  guarantee  that  private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for 
public  use  without  just  compensation;  and 

HHERBAS,  recent  United  States  Supreme  Court  decisions  in  Nollan  v.  California 
Coastal  Commission,  483  U.S.  825  and  First  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
Gl end ale  v.  County  of  Los  Angeles.  482  U.S.  304,  have  affirmed  that  state  govern- 
mental actions,  including  regulations,  that  do  not  formally  invoke  the  condemnation 
power  may  result  in  a  taking  of  private  property,  even  temporarily,  for  which  just 
compensation  is  required;  and 

WHEREAS,  responsible  fiscal  management  and  fundamental  principles  of  good 
government  require  that  government  decision  makers  evaluate  carefully  the  effect  of 
their  regulatory  actions  on  constitutionally  protected  private  property  rights;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  executive  branch  of  the  State  of  California  is  comprised  r.f 
numerous  agencies,  departments,  boards  and  commissions  whose  decisions  may  poten- 
tially affect  private  property  interests;  and 

WHEREAS,  state  government  should  be  a  leader  in  demonstrating  sensitive 
consideration  of  protected  private  property  rights  and  in  avoiding  unintended  and 
undue  financial  burdens  on  the  state  budget,  while  state  agencies  fulfill  their 
statutory  duties; 

NOW,  THEREFORE.  I,  George  Deukmejian,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immedi- 
ately: 

1.    All  agencies,  departments,  boards,  and  commissions  shall: 

a.  Consistent  with  fulfilling  their  statutory  duties,   evaluate  their 
proposed  regulatory  actions  in  light  of  guidance  provided  in  the 
aforementioned  Supreme  Court  decisions  and  other  relevant  judicial  authority 
in  order  to  ensure  the  appropriate  protection  of  private  property  rights 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  United  States  and  California 
Constitutions. 

b.  Assure  that  their  actions  are  properly  supported  by  the  administrative 
record,  by  statutory  and  other  legal  authority,  and  fully  comply  with  the 
guidance  set  forth  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  including  consideration 
of  the  following  principles: 

(i)   Governmental  actions  resulting  in  a  physical  invasion,  or  physical 
damage  to  private  property  may  constitute  a  taking.

(ii)   Governmental  actions  which  interfere  with  the  use  and  enjoyment  of, 
or  access  to  and  from  private  property  may  constitute  a  taking. 

(iii)  For  governmental  actions  which  amount  to  a  taking  the  actions 
result  in  a  "temporary"  taking. 

2.   The  legal  staff  of  the  Department  of  General  Services  may  be  requested  to 
provide  guidance  and  technical  assistance  to  any  departments  seeking  to  evaluate 
the  potential  private  property  impacts  of  agency  proposals.

13,  Title  2,  Division  1  of  Chapter  7,  Government  Code,  I  therefore  proclaim  a  State 
of  Emergency  and  hereby  implement  the  California  Peacetime  Emergency  Plan  in  the 
County  of  Riverside. 

Pursuant  to  the  proclamation,  I  hereby  direct  all  agencies  of  the  state 
government  to  utilize  and  employ  state  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  any  and  all  activities  to  alleviate  this  emergency. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publicity  and 
notice  be  given  to  this  proclamation.

WHERKAS.  California  is  in  its  fourth  straight  year  of  drought,  and  experts  are 
predicting  that  this  year  will  be  the  harshest  of  the  four-year  drought  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  year's  drought  is  especially  severe  in  that  it  is  the  first  time 
in  fifty  years  that  critically  dry  conditions  are  affecting  virtually  all  parts  of 
the  state:  and 

VHEREAS.   statewide  basin  runoff  is  unusually  low.  at  only  AO  percent  of 
normal,  and  only  10  percent  of  normal  in  the  Central  Coast,   a  vitally-important 
source  of  water  for  the  state;  and 

HHEBEAS.   reservoir  storage  is  only  70  percent  of  average,  and  will  decline 
rapidly  since  it  has  already  reached  its  peak  and  is  replacing  snow  melt  runoff  as 
the  exclusive  source  of  water;  and 

WHEREAS,   due  to  the  drought,  California's  two  largest  water  suppliers,  the 

Central  Valley  Project  and  the  State  Water  Project,  have  had  to  reduce  agricultural 

water  deliveries  by  50  percent  each,  and  substantial  economic  losses  to  fanners  are 
projected;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  response  to  these  and  many  other  alarming  consequences, 
communities  and  citizens  throughout  California  are  adopting  and  participating  m 
water  conservation  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  programs,  mandatory  and  voluntary,  are  attempting  to  achieve 
water  savings  ranging  from  10  percent  to  30  percent;  and 

WHEREAS,   to  preserve  our  precious  but  vulnerable  water  supply,  all

2.  All  State  facilities  are  instructed  to  contact  their  local  water  districts 
to  ensure  they  are  fully  complying  with  local  water  use  restrictions. 
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3.   The  University  of  California  and  the  California  State  University  systems 
are  urged  to  implement  similar  water  conservation  measures. 

A.  All  State  Department  Directors  shall  report  their  water  conservation  plans 
and  an  estimate  of  the  resulting  water  savings  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
General  Services  by  June  30,  1990.

California's  state  of  earthquake  readiness  needs  improvement  to 
better  protect  the  public  safety  and  our  economy  irom  potentially  serious  impacts 
of  future  earthquakes; 

Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  Order,  to  become  effective  immedi- 
ately:

The  Director  shall  transmit  this  action  plan  to  the  Governor  by  August 
31,  1990. 

3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Transportation  shall  establish  a  formal 
process  whereby  the  Department  seeks  and  obtains  the  advice  of  external 
experts  in  establishing  seismic  safety  policies,  standards,  and  technical 
practices:  and  for  seismic  safety  reviews  of  plans  for  construction  or 
retrofit  of  complex  structures.   The  Director  shall  transmit  a  summary  of 
this  process  to  the  Governor  by  August  31,  1990. 

4.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Transportation  shall  assign  a  high 
priority  to  development  of  a  program  of  basic  and  problem-focused

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earthquake   vulnerability  evaluations  of  important  transportation 
structures  and  a  program  for  placing  seismic  activity  monitoring 
instruments  on  transportation  structures.   The  Director  shall  transmit  a 
description  of  the  research  program  to  the  Governor  by  August  31,  1990. 

Local  transportation  agencies  and  districts  are  encouraged  to  review  the 
findings   and  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Inquiry  on  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  Earthquake  and  to  adopt  policies,  goals,  and  actions  similar  to 
those  proposed  for  Caltrans. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  General  Services  shall  prepare  a 
detailed  action  plan  to  ensure  that  all  facilities  maintained  or  operated 
by  the  State  are  safe  from  significant  failure  in  the  event  of  an 
earthquake  and  that  iiiq)ortant  structures  are  designed  to  maintain  their 
function  following  an  earthquake.   The  plan  should  include  a  priority 
listing  of  facilities  which  will  be  scheduled  for  seismic  retrofit.  The 
plan  shall  further  propose  measures  by  which  state  agencies  constructing 
new  facilities  or  retrofitting  existing  facilities  would: 

a.  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  a  generally  accepted  earthquake 
resistant  code  for  new  construction; 

b.  secure  structural  safety  review  and  approval  from  the  Office  of  the 
State  Architect; 

c.  seek  independent  review  of  structural  and  engineering  plans  and 
details  for  those  projects  which  employ  new  or  unique  construction 
technologies;  and 

d.  have  independent  inspections  of  construction  to  insure  compliance 
with  plans  and  specifications. 

The  Director  shall  transmit  the  plan  to  the  Governor  by  August  31,  1990. 

The  Department  of  General  Services  shall,  when  negotiating  leases  of 
facilities  for  use  by  state  employees  or  the  public,  consider  the  seismic 
condition  of  the  facilities  and  shall  initiate  leases  only  for  those 
facilities  which  demonstrate  adequate  seismic  safety.

WHKREAS.  having  all  cars  in  our  state  properly  checked  for  harmful  emissions 
is  the  most  effective  weapon  in  the  battle  to  reduce  the  amount  of  pollutants  being 
released  into  our  air;  and 

VHEBEAS.  the  California  Smog  Check  Program,  which  is  administered  by  the 
Bureau  of  Automotive  Repair,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  effective  vehicle 
emissions  inspection  programs  in  our  nation  and  throughout  the  world,  as  every  two 
years  more  than  21  million  California  automobiles  are  tested  and  repaired  by 
certified  Smog  Check  mechanics;  and 

HHKBEAS.  since  its  inception  in  198A,  California  Smog  Check  has  helped  to 
reduce  overall  tailpipe  emissions  in  our  state  by  17  percent;  and 

WHEREAS,   during  this  same  time  period,  the  number  of  vehicles  which  fail 
initial  California  Smog  Check  tests  has  decreased  by  more  than  50  percent;  and 

WHEREAS,  with  a  31  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  and  trucks   in  the 
Golden  State  during  the  last  decade,  along  with  a  60  percent  increase  in  miles 
totalled  by  California  drivers  since  1980,  the  challenge  to  keep  our  air  clean  and 
safe  is  becoming  even  greater;  and

the  California  Smog  Check  program  are  designed  to  reduce  harmful  vehicle  emissions 
by  25  percent;

HHKRKAS,  information  technology,  both  data  processing  and  telecommunications, 
has  become   the  State's  primary  tool  for  increasing  productivity,  improving  the 
delivery  of  services  to  the  public,   and  controlling  the  size  and  cost   of 
government;  and 

WHEREAS,   State  departments  should  continue  to  seek  opportunities  for 
increasing  productivity  through  cost-effective  applications  of  information 
technology;  and 

WHEREAS,   State-level  planning  and  oversight  of  information  technology  should 
provide  for  effective  coordination  of  data  processing  and  telecommunications 
projects,  including  communication  and  data  system  sharing  between  consolidated  data 
centers  and  individual  departments;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  should  ensure  that  sources  of  expert  advice  and  support  in 
the  planning  and  management   of  information  systems  are  readily  available  to 
executives,  program  managers,  and  technical  managers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  in  the  Department  of  Finance  has 
statutory  responsibility  for  developing  plans  and  policies  to  support  and  promote 
the  use  of  innovative  information  technologies;

1.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  through  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Finance  shall  provide  the  Governor,  the  Governor's 
Cabinet,   and  department  directors  with  continuing  advice  and 
recommendations   to  promote  the  use  of  innovative   information 
technologies.   The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  shall 
provide  counsel  with  respect  to  cost-effective  opportunities   for  the 
replacement  of  manual  processes  with  automation  and  recommend  broad 
strategies,  goals,  and  objectives  for  the  management   of  information 
technology  in  the  State  of  California. 

2.  In  fulfilling  these  responsibilities  the  Office  of  Information  Technology 
shall: 

Establish  a  basic  framework  for  the  State's  use  of  information 
technology  to  facilitate  appropriate  communications  and  data  sharing 
between  all  levels  of  government  and  the  private  sector; 
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In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  General  Services,  Division  of 
Telecommunications,   develop  policies  and  procedures   for  the 
coordinated  review  and  oversight  of  projects  that  include  both  data 
processing  and  telecommunications; 

In  cooperation  with  the  Stephen  P.  Teale  Data  Center  and  the  Health 
and  Welfare  Agency  Data  Center,   establish  a  clearinghouse  of 
information  concerning  existing  information,   technology  projects, 
and  establish  a  process  to  facilitate  the  transfer  and  sharing  of 
this  information  with  departments  which  are  considering  new, 
expanded  or  enhanced  information  technology  applications; 

In  conjunction  with  the  Stephen  P.  Teale  Data  Center  and  the  Health 
and  Welfare  Agency  Data  Center,  establish  programs  for  the  data 
centers   to  provide  technical  consulting  services  to  State 
departments. 


3.   The  Office  of  Information  Technology  shall  increase  the  delegation  of 
project  approval  responsibility  to  department  directors  consistent  with 
(a)  the  requirement  that  the  Office  actively  promote  maximum  efficiency 
in  the  use  of  State  funds  for  information  technology  and  information 
systems  and  (b)  the  level  of  departmental  executive  knowledge  and 
operational  experience  with  the  management  of  information  technology. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  each  of  these  responsibilities,  the  Office  of  Information 
Technology  shall  seek  advice  and  recommendations  from  State  departments  and  from 
the  private  sector  and  provide  full  opportunity  for  departmental  comment  prior  to 
adoption  of  new  or  revised  programs,  policies,  and  procedures.  The  Office  shall 
submit  a  progress  report  on  the  accomplishment  of  these  responsibilities  to  the 
Governor's  Office  60  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Order.

WHEREAS,  finding  a  donor  with  the  appropriate  blood  or  marrow  type  is  often 
related  to  the  ethnicity  of  the  donor  and  the  recipient,  both  of  whose  blood  and 
marrow  must  contain  specific  qualities  which  will  help  ensure  their  compatibility;

WHEREAS,   because  transfusion  patients  often  develop  antibodies  to  different

Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  find  that  condi- 
tions  of  extreme  peril  to  the  safety  of  persons  and  property  exist  within  the 
County  of  Santa  Cruz.  State  of  California,  beginning  on  December  22,  1990,   as  a 
result  of  damage  caused  by  extreme  cold  weather,  particularly  the  extensive  damage 
incurred  by  public  water  systems  in  the  county. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  County  of  Santa  Cruz  and  because 
the  magnitude  of  this  disaster  exceeds  the  capabilities  of  the  services,  personnel, 
and  facilities  of  the  county,  I  therefore  proclaim  a  State  of  Emergency  to  exist  in 
the  County  of  Santa  Cruz. 

Pursuant  to  this  proclamation,   I  hereby  direct  all  agencies  of  state 
government  to  utilize  and  employ  state  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  any  and  all  activities  to  alleviate  this  emergency  and,  furthermore, 
direct  the  implementation  of  state  disaster  assistance  programs  in  accordance  with 
state  law. 

I  FURTHER  DIRECT  that  as  soon  hereafter  as  possible,  this  proclamation  be 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  that  widespread  publicity  and 
notice  be  given  to  this  proclamation.

WHEREAS,  the  State  has  experienced  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  commission  of 
drug-related  and  violent  felony  offenses  by  undocumented  aliens  subject  to  deporta- 
tion; and 

WHEREAS,  the  State's  law  enforcement  agencies,  court  and  detention  facilities 
are  becoming  increasingly  overburdened  as  a  result  of  the  commission  of  such  crimes 
by  undocumented  aliens  subject  to  deportation;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  identification  of  deportable  aliens  while  they  are  incarcerated  is 
essential  to  a  successful  joint  effort  by  the  State  and  United  States  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  to  deport  such  persons  upon  release  from  custody;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Congress,  recognizing  these  problems,   enacted   the 
Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  of  1986  which  directs  the  United  States  Immigra- 
tion and  Naturalization  Service  to  initiate  depor   tion  proceedings  against  undocu- 
mented aliens  as  expeditiously  as  possible  follow'  ^  a  criminal  conviction; 

HOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  GBOKGE  DEIKMEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  issue  this  order  to  become  effective  immediately. 

The  Department  of  Corrections  shall  take  the  following  actions  with  regard  to  illegal 
aliens  convicted  of  felony  offenses  in  California: 

1.  Implement  procedures  for  the  early  identification  of  persons  serving  terms 
in  state  prison  who  are  undocumented  aliens  subject  to  deportation; 

2.  Refer  undocumented  alien  inmates  along  with  case  files  to  the  United  States 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service,  facilitate  file  review  and   inmate 
interviews   in  a  timely  manner,  and  provide  information  regarding  the 
current  locations  of  undocumented  alien  inmates  to  the  INS  on  a  regular 
basis; 

3.  Pursue  an  aggressive,   cooperative  agreement  between  the  Department  of 
Corrections  and  the  United  States  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  to 
ensure  an  expedited  deportation  hearing  process  and  the  subsequent  place- 
ment of  deportation  holds  on  undocumented  aliens   incarcerated   in  state 
prison.

hhkkKAS.  once  thought  to  be  centered  in  urban  regions  of  our  state,  crime  has 
now  invaded  California's  rural  communities  and  other  areas  of  the  Golden  State  as 
well;  and 

WHEREAS,  rural  crime  is  particularly  damaging,  for  it  often  affects  agricul- 
tural equipment  which  contributes  to  a  slowdown  in  production  and  an  increase  in 
the  expense  of  farm  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  clandestine  drug  labs  in  remote  areas  have  increased  significantly  in 
recent  years,   creating  the  potential  for  loss  of  life  and  damage  to  property  of 
innocent  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  through  collaboration  and  with  the  support  of  private  citizens, 
state,  local  and  federal  agencies  can  more  effectively  address  the  problem  of  rural 
crime  and  provide  mechanisms  to  reduce  the  level  of  crime  in  California's   rural 
communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  increase  public  awareness  of  rural  crime  and  the  dangers  it  poses, 
the  California  Rural  Crime  Prevention  Task  Force   is  observing  Rural  Crime 
Prevention  Month  during  February  1991; 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  I.  GEORGE  DEUKNEJIAN.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  do 
hereby  proclaim  February  1991  as  California  Rural  Crime  Prevention  Month  and 
encourage  all  citizens  to  participate  in  appropriate  activities,
